Julie Tang’s inquisition 


HE SAN FRANCISCO Community College 

Board has been operating for years with an 

unholy zeal for secrecy and a flagrant 
disregard for public accountability. Now, several 
board members, including President Julie Tang, 
are apparently trying to censure — and perhaps 
remove from office — the only person on the 
board who has had the courage and integrity to 
stand up for open government. 

John Riordan deserves a hearty round of ap- 
plause and a strong show of public support for his 
One-man campaign against back-room, closed- 
door sleaze. His six colleagues ought to be ashamed 
of themselves. 

And if Tang persists in her dirty little witch- 
hunt, she and all those who join her should be 
marked for political extinction. 

Riordan and Tang have clashed repeatedly over 
the years. Often, Chancellor Hilary Hsu has been 
at the center of the battle, with Riordan bitterly at- 
tacking Hsu’s administration (especially his per- 
sonnel policies) and Tang, along with a majority of 
the board, strongly supporting the chancellor. 

We haven’t always agreed with Riordan. And we 
have no doubt that Riordan deserves some of the 
blame for allowing what should be healthy policy 
debates to degenerate into nasty personal battles. 

But in one critical area, Riordan has been a con- 
sistent stand-out: He’s refused to tolerate the 
board’s seemingly incessant desire for secrecy. A’ 
year ago, Riordan helped put an end to the long- 
standing board tradition of holding secret sessions, 
over a catered dinner, before every regular meet- 
ing. The secret sessions were blatantly illegal but 
until Riordan spoke up and forced his colleagues to 
vote (in public) on the issue, the board majority 
was happy to flout the law. 

Since then, Riordan has refused to take part in il- 
legal secret meetings and has openly criticized 
other board members who insist on doing behind 
closed doors business that ought to be conducted in 
public. And when he has felt that board discussions 
and documents were illegally and improperly being 
withheld from the public, he has taken his case to 
the press. 

That’s infuriated Tang and her allies, who 
would prefer the press and the public never know 
what board members have said and done on con- 
troversial issues. When the board tried several 
months ago to extend the chancellor’scontract in 
secret and Riordan refused to go along, the secrecy 
team began to fight back. 

Tang appointed a special ‘‘ethics committee,”’ 
consisting of Tim Wolfred, Bob Varni and Alan 
Wong. Its stated purpose: to develop guidelines for 


“board members’ behavior.’’ Its real agenda: to 
find a way to stop Riordan from giving the press in- 
formation that is legally and properly public — but 
that Tang and her allies would rather keep secret. 

Tang contends that Riordan violated board pro- 
cedures and possibly the law by releasing to the Bay 
Guardian, the Independent and the campus paper, 
the Guardsman, a memo describing the terms of 
Hsu’s contract extension. Riordan doesn’t deny re- 
leasing the information. He says it should legally 
have been public, and that the only violation of law 
was on the part of the board members who had 
kept it secret. 

The board’s private attorney, James Seely, con- 
tends that the material could be kept confidential. 
Every independent public records expert we’ve 
found disagrees. The district attorney should have 
looked into the situation long ago. Criminal prose- 
cutions under the Brown Act are rare, but not 
unprecedented — one is now underway in Lassen 
County. And a pattern of disregard for the law as 
long and consistent as that displayed by the Com- 
munity College Board is an obvious candidate for 
consideration. 

Tang, who is a deputy district attorney, ought to 
understand that. Instead, she’s trying to protect her 
flank by attacking Riordan. 

If Wolfred, Varniand Wong had half the integrity 
of a John Riordan, they would have refused to 
serve as Tang’s hand-picked inquisitors. Since they 
have agreed to go along with this disgraceful 
scheme, they ought to, at the very least: 
® Keep all their meetings open, and make every 
scrap of paper they generate available to the pub- 
lic. (If Riordan is worried about his privacy, he can 
say so; unless and until he does, the committee has 
no excuse for any secrecy at all.) 
® Prepare with all due dispatch a written bill of 
particulars explaining what, if anything, the com- 
mittee thinks Riordan has done wrong — and give 
Riordan a chance to answer the charges, in public. 
If they can’t come up with a written complaint, the 
committee members should dismiss all charges and 
announce that Riordan has been cleared. 
® Open a serious inquiry into the real ethics prob- 
lem facing the Community College Board: The on- 
going reign of secrecy that has turned the board in- 
to a cesspool of back-room corruption and has 
tainted forever every member who has gone along. 

Right now, the roll of the dishonorable stands at 
six. Will anyone else join with Riordan — or do 
Commissioners Tang, Wolfred, Ayala, Burton, 
Wong and Varni want to provide the voters with an 
ironclad reason never to let any of them hold any 
future position of public trust? 


Prop. T and the Tragedy of ’89 


ROPOSITION T was not our idea of a per- 

fect formula for reforming the San Francisco 

Board of Supervisors. Real, substantive 
reform has to start with district elections — any- 
thing else will be, at best, a minor bandage on a 
system that needs major surgery. But we were 
ready to give Prop. T a fair hearing. The sponsors 
say they’ve patched up some of the most serious 
flaws in the last two-term limit measure, and, likea 
lot of San Franciscans, we are always ready to con- 
sider any proposal that has even the slightest 
possibility of making local government more open 
and accountable. 

But we may not get the chance. The sponsors of 
Prop. T had dutifully gathered the 28,000 or so 
valid signatures that the Registrar of Voters Office 
had said were needed to qualify for the November 
ballot. But last week, Registrar of Voters 
Germaine Wong and City Attorney Louise Renne 
announced they had suddenly discovered a new 
state law that essentially doubles the signature re- 
quirement. Sorry, Renne said: While we weren’t 
looking, somebody changed the law — and Prop. T 
doesn’t qualify anymore. 

This is not the first time Renne has used legal 
technicalities to bounce a controversial citizen in- 
itiative off the San Francisco ballot. In 1986, she 
devised an arcane and illogical argument for dis- 
qualifying the slow-growth Proposition M, and 
sponsors of that measure were forced to scramble at 
the last minute to line up four supervisors whose sig- 


natures would get the measure back onto the ballot. 

In 1988, her office allowed Registrar Michelle 
Corwin to scuttle school board member Ben Tom’s 
re-election bid, on the grounds that he filed his 
paperwork a few minutes late. 

But this time, Renne’s case is especially weak. As 
Jim Balderston points out on page 12, the argument 
that her office didn’t know the law had changed 
rings hollow — Wong and Deputy City Attorney 
Randy Riddle attended a legal seminar in Sacra- 
mento last December at which the new regulations 
were apparently discussed. 

And it’s hard to ignore the fact that the biggest 
beneficiaries of the city attorney’s decision were the 
1] incumbent supervisors. They are Renne’s former 
colleagues and some are now her political allies. 

The jury is still out on the technical legality of 
Renne’s position. The new law did, indeed, take ef- 
fect last January, but the sponsors of Prop. T acted 
in good faith, and California courts have generally 
come down in favor of allowing an issue to be de- 
cided at the ballot box instead of the courtroom. 

On a policy level, though, the verdict is quite 
clear: Either Renneis guilty of gross incompetence, 
or she is using the story of her alleged oversight to 
hide what the decision really was: A very big politi- 
cal favor for some very powerful people. 

Neither conclusion speaks well for San Francisco’s 
top legal advisor. And the fact that Renne is running 
unopposed for re-election this fall is shaping up as one 
of the great political tragedies of 1989.

Stadium would hurt Bayview 


At five in the afternoon, Third Street in the Bay- 
view/Hunters Point district is cluttered with old 
men congregating in front of liquor stores, 
unemployed youths waiting at bus stops and 
private-utility workers returning home. Unlike 
other neighborhoods, this area is largely devoid of 
retail stores, restaurants and entertainment. In 
short, Hunters Point is a convenient location to 
house labor (when needed) and detain a perhaps 
volatile jobless underclass away from the more af- 
fluent parts of San Francisco. 

This neglected neighborhood will become in- 
creasingly isolated if Mayor Agnos and Bob Lurie 
abandon Candlestick in favor of a downtown ball- 
park. Although neighborhood involvement (at least 
economic) has always been marginal — a few snack 
vendors and janitorial staff — the park provides a 
tangible symbol of self-assurance, a reminder for 
residents that Bayview/ Hunters Point isa part of the 
city. Instead of funding badly needed social services, 
Agnos-Lurie Incorporated will waste millions on an 
unnecessary stadium, and in the process contribute 
to the ruination of a neighborhood.

In order: doctors, nurses, 
repiratory therapists, lab and X-ray technicians, 
housekeeping. (Notice that patients are not even 
mentioned, although the hospital is supposed to ex- 
ist for them.) There is even a breakdown within 
each group; ICU nurses have more status than floor 
nurses. This hierarchy persists in all hospitals in all 
parts of the country; you can bank on it. 

Will we ever evolve to the point where everyone’s 
contribution is acknowledged to be important? For 
instance, remerhber that the near-eradication of TB 
in the United States had little to do with medical 
technology but everything to do with improvement 
in sanitation. 

The nursing profession has slowly been climbing 
out of the ‘‘doctor’s handmaiden”’ status. This may 
have something to do with increased numbers of 
women physicians and male RNs, which has helped 
to break down the gender-oriented class structure. 

[hope the nurses’ strike does more than establish 
that nurses are “‘just as important as doctors,’’ 
because sometimes they are more important and 
vice versa. Rather, I hope it encourages the attitude 


that we are all part of ateam whose common goal is 
competent, compassionate patient care.

I was most interested to read your thoughtful re- 
port on the Humanist movement (see Bay Guard- 
ian, 6/28/89), which, as your article pointed out, is 
an important element in Chilean politics. 

Having covered the Humanists here as a journal- 
ist for several years and met many of their members 
and leaders, I share what I take to be your conclu- 
sions: that they and their related groups (‘‘fronts’’ 
if you wish) evidence disturbing tendencies that 
nonetheless do not qualify them as anything more 
than one more outfit peddling its philosoph- 
ical/political/quasi-religious wares. True, trying to 
nail down a Humanist on concrete programmatic 
elements is often like trying to tie a string around 
jello. But I have found that, here in Chile at least, 
when they set out to push something, it’s usually 
the right something, even if their approach is 
peculiar or downright wacky. Frankly, politics 
here could use a little wackiness — I assume I need 
not elaborate on why. 

It seems to me that the Humanists in Chile will 
rise or fall with their political acumen and their 
ability to interpret a sector of the population in the 
approaching national debate on every imaginable 
subject that will accompany the transition to dem- 
ocracy. Perhaps that’s why I’m less disturbed by 
them than I might be in the United States, where 
similar movements can thrive and expand, build 
hotels and take over banks even though they might 
be composed of, and directed to, total lunatics.

Plutonium skies: When the 
Challenger space shuttle ex- 
ploded in 1986, we were, ina 
strange way, lucky. If the 
O-rings had failed on the next 
mission instead, the shuttle 
would have been carrying 50 
pounds of plutonium as part of 
the Galileo project. According 
to John Gofman, professor 
emeritus of medical physics at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, ‘‘as little as 5 per- 
cent of Galileo's plutonium, if 
burned or pulverized and scat- 
tered in an accident, could 
cause cancer in as many as 
34,000 people." 

The U.S. has rescheduled 
the launch for October 
and a group of Florida 
residents have organized 
against it. The Christic In- 
stitute, which successfully 
litigated the Karen Silkwood 
case and is now embroiled in 
the ‘‘secret team’ lawsuit, has 
joined the act. The Christic In- 
stitute wants the launch 
postponed until safer energy 
sources are developed to 
replace the plutonium. The 
group suggests several ways 
for citizens to get involved:

COLLEGE BOARD 
GOES AFTER 
RIORDAN FOR 
TALKING TO PRESS 


IN WHAT appears to be an un- 
precedented move, San Francisco Com- 
munity College Board President Julie 
Tang has launched a campaign to censure 
— and perhaps even to remove from office 
— the one board member who has defied 
his colleagues’ reign of secrecy. John 
Riordan, who has tangled repeatedly with 
Tang over the years, may eventually face 
charges from his fellow board members of 
improperly releasing information 
concerning Chancellor Hilary Hsu’s 
contract renewal. 

If the board members decide that 
Riordan improperly disclosed confidential 
personnel material, he could face a vote of 
censure — something that carries no sanc- 
tion but that could prove detrimental to 
his political career. 

Potentially, if the board decides he is 
guilty of a serious breach of the public 
trust, it could try to remove him from of- 
fice — either through a recall election or 
the action of the mayor and three-quarters 
of the supervisors. 

The Community College Board has 
never had an ethics committee until this 
month, when Tang appointed Tim 
Wolfred, Bob Varni and Alan Wong to 
look into allegations that Riordan violated 
the confidentiality of the board. 

“The ethics committee will look at 
charges of Commissioner Riordan’s im- 
proper disclosure of published material 
related to personnel,’’ Wolfred, who will 
chair the new committee, told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Secondly, we will look specifi- 
cally at ethical guidelines the board may 
want to follow.”’ 

In a memo to the board, Hsu charged 
that Riordan violated the confidentiality of 
an executive session when he described to 
the local media — including the Bay 
Guardian — some of the content of a 
June 12th closed-door board meeting at 
which Hsu’s contract was discussed. 

The memo made reference to possible 
legal liabilities to the board. 

Riordan does not dispute that he 
informed the press about Hsu’s contract 
extension. ‘‘I was contacted by a reporter, 
as were other board members, after the 
press had received a three-page press 
release faxed to them by the chancellor,”’ 
Riordan said. He said he thought the 
release was misleading and made 
statements to correct it. 

“The official statement the board 
agreed upon [in closed session] was not the 
three-page press release the chancellor 
issued,’’ said Riordan. Hsu said the board 
agreed for him to draft the press release, 
subject to the approval of Tang. 

“The board has a right to comment on 
what happens to the district. This was a 
political matter,’’ said Riordan. 

At the start of the June 12th executive 
session, Riordan said, Tang told the board 
members that all of them must agree to 
keep the contents of the meeting secret, or 
she would cancel the meeting. If that had 
occurred, Hsu’s contract would have auto- 
matically been extended. 

“T had no choice — I was being 
coerced,”’ said Riordan. 

At the Aug. 8th board meeting, Riordan 


charged that the committee was set up to 
censure him, and demanded that he be 
given written charges. Board attorney 
James Seely agreed, saying the board 
should, indeed, have written charges if it 
intended to censure Riordan. 

And at that juncture Tang replied, 
“The board does not have any written 
charges yet.”” 

When asked if the board has a right to 
censure or try to remove another publicly 
elected official, Tang, who is a deputy 
district attorney, replied: ‘“Who said we 
don’t have the right?”’ 

Board attorney Seely refused to com- 
ment on the merits of the situation. 

To date, the so-called ‘‘ethics commit- 
tee’’ has yet to meet, and no written 
charges have been presented. No date has 
been set for the committee’s initial 
meeting, Varni told the Bay Guardian.

CRUSADING 
MERC WINS 
ANOTHER PUBLIC 
RECORDS CASE 


SCORE ANOTHER victory for freedom 
of information — and for the San Jose 
Mercury News. 

On Aug. 22nd, a Santa Clara County 
Superior Court judge ordered Santa Clara 
city officials to release the names and ad- 
dresses of all consumers who have been 
fined for excessive water use. 

Mercury News reporters wanted the in- 
formation to gauge the effectiveness of a 
new ordinance drawn to encourage conser- 
vation during the current drought. They 
also wanted to target the law’s biggest 
violators — those who have been fined 
more than $250. 

City officials turned over a list of cus- 
tomers’ account numbers and fines im- 
posed, but withheld their names and ad- 
dresses. The city’s legal counsel argued re- 
lease of that information would invade 
consumers’ privacy in violation of the Cal- 
ifornia Constitution. 

Assistant City Attorney Michael R. 
Downey told the Bay Guardian the city 
had resisted turning over the information 
for fear of lawsuits by irate consumers. By 
forcing the newspaper to take them to 
court, city officials hope to insulate them- 
selves from future litigation. 

“*We’ve been sued in the past for dis- 
closure of information which somebody 
felt was protected under the [state] con- 
stitution,’’ Downey said. ‘‘Once burned, 
you get kind of apprehensive.”’ 

Lawyers for the Mercury News filed suit 
against Santa Clara under the California 
Public Records Act, this state’s counter- 
part to the federal Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act. The law requires the release of all 
records not specifically exempted, unless 
the agency can demonstrate that disclosure 
would not serve the public interest. 

“(T]he city has failed to show that pro- 
tecting excessive water users from the em- 
barrassment of public exposure would 
serve any public interest at all,’’ attorneys 
for the Mercury News argued in papers 
filed with the court. 

Superior Court Judge Ronald M. White 
agreed with the Mercury News that the 
public interest in disclosure clearly out- 
weighed any privacy rights that consumers 
might have under the state constitution.

INSIDE THE 
PROPAGANDA 
WAR OVER 
BREAD BAKING 


A MASSIVE and deceptive propaganda 
and lobbying effort to prevent the regula- 
tion of smog from five large commercial 
bakeries in the Bay Area is nearing an end. 
On Sept. 6th the Bay Area Air Quality 
Management.District board will hear the 
last of almost three years of debate before 
rendering a final decision on the issue 
Sept. 20th. 

In an effort to meet the federal clean air 
standard for ozone levels, the BAAQMD 
has asked that five bakeries — Safeway in 
Richmond, Langendorf in San Jose, Lucky 
in San Leandro, Kilpatrick’s in Oakland 
and Orowheat in South San Francisco — fit 
their bread ovens with afterburners that 
would recycle down and burn off ethanol 
emissions. Ethanol, an organic compound 
given off in the baking process, contributes 
to the formation of ozone. 

Under pressure from the American 
Bakers Association and local bakers, the 
BAAQMD staff struck a compromise at 
the Aug. 2nd meeting that would have al- 
lowed the bakers to only control emissions 
from one stack. The board, however, is 
expected to reject the compromise pro- 
posal in favor of the original proposal to 
fit all the stacks with afterburners. 

This proposal aims at reducing ethanol 
emissions by 90 to 95 percent, for a total 
reduction of 1.2 tons of ethanol per day. 
Overall, this move would reduce Bay Area 
ozone by | percent. 

In the last year, the ABA has come out 
in force to prevent the passage of the 
bakery rule, hiring a local public relations 
firm, MacKenzie Communications, to lead 
the battle. Bill Strawn, former press secre- 
tary to Dianne Feinstein and a representa- 
tive of the company, has lobbied heavily 
against the rule and garnered support from 
various sources, among them Lou Giraudo 
and the editorial staffs of the Examiner 
and Chronicle. 

Strawn told the Guardian he helped to 
set up meetings last fall between presidents 
of the five bakeries and the editorial 
boards of the Ex, the Chron and other 
newspapers throughout the Bay Area. 
Shortly after, three editorials and at least 
six articles appeared suggesting that bakery 
control was an unnecessary measure put 
forth by a well-intentioned but sorely mis- 
guided district board. 

An Examiner editorial from Nov. 22, 
1988 by Tom Dearmore, editor of the 
editorial pages, suggested the board was 
“overreacting against a minor, unimpor- 
tant form of pollution out of desperation 
at the district’s failure to grapple with the 
major forms of pollution.” 

Ex/Chron articles suggested the regula- 
tion of ethanol emissions would do away 
with the ‘‘delectable aroma’”’ we smell as 
we walk by the local sourdough baker. 

One Chronicle editorial, dated Nov. 26th, 
1988, devoted 400 words to discussing the 
dangers bakery regulations could have for 
the smell of baking bread and never once 
mentioned the economic and environment- 
al concerns involved. 

“Tt may be insensitive to the temper of 


the times to say so, but life was a lot 
simpler when one could walk the streets 
and inhale that glorious smell and not 
worry one whit,”’ the article concluded. 

In fact, no San Francisco bakeries will be" 
affected by the bakery rule. The rule only 
pertains to the five large bakeries that pro- 


duce more 100,000 pounds of bread per day 


and emit more than 150 pounds of ethanol 
daily. The only bakery in San Francisco 
covered by the rule, Continental Baking 
Co., has already installed new ovens with 
proper pollution control devices. 

According to Lucia Lubretti, public in- 
formation officer at the BAAQMD, the 
bakery regulations have nothing to do with 
the ‘‘delectable aroma.”’ 

Among the heavy hitters brought into the 
bakery battle was Lou Giraudo, president 
of the Police Commission and CEO of 
Parisian Bakeries. In a Chron op/ed piece 
Nov. 26, 1988, Giraudo suggested that local 
bakeries were in danger of being closed 
down, and listed the problems and costs 
that would result for his company and 
others if the rule went through, without ever 
indicating whom the rule actually applied to. 

Giraudo told the Bay Guardian he had 
no connection to the American Bakers 
Association but admitted having contact 
with Strawn. ‘‘Bill Strawn came to me 
and asked that I write an article on the 
issue,’’ Giraudo told the Bay Guardian. 
Giraudo said he wrote the story and gave 
it to Strawn who then got it placed in the 
Chronicle. 

When the Guardian asked Strawn about 
his role, he said, ‘‘I talked to Lou because 
of his interest in the issue.’”’ 

Why are the ABA, Bill Strawn and 
MacKenzie Communications, the editorial 
board of the Ex/Chron and Lou Giraudo 
leading a campaign of misinformation in 
an effort to stop the passage of the bakery 
rule? The answer is simple, according to 
Supervisor Harry Britt, a member of the 
board: ‘‘The ABA is nervous about pollu- 
tion regulation for bakeries because they 
believe it sets a precedent for similar 
measures in other cities like L.A. where 
bakeries are still unregulated. They’re 
doing everything possible to generate op- 
position to the bakery rule.”’

LEGISLATIVE 
COUNSEL SAYS 
HASTINGS BOARD 
IS ILLEGAL 


FOR THE past five years, San Francisco 
lawyer Gary M. Coutin has argued that 
the board of directors of Hastings College 
of the Law does not legally exist. 

Courts in three California counties have 
shot down Coutin’s legal theories, and five 
courts have declared him a vexatious liti- 
gant in an attempt to slow the avalanche 
of lawsuits Coutin has filed against 
Hastings and the University of California, 
with which it is affiliated. 

But now, it appears Coutin may have 
been right about the Hastings board. 

At least that’s the opinion of the 
legislative counsel, the California 
Legislature’s legal advisor. 

In response to an inquiry by state 
Senator Nicholas C. Petris (D-Oakland), 
Legislative Counsel Bion M. Gregory con-

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cluded that 1980 changes in the state law 
governing the composition of Hastings’ 
board of directors are unconstitutional. 

The amendments increased the number 
of directors from eight to 11, restricted 
the terms of all but one director to 12 
years, removed the chief justice of Califor- 
nia as ex-officio president of the board 
and provided that future directors would: 
be appointed by the governor and ap- 
proved by the Senate. 

The only board seat untouched was 
that reserved for the heir or repre- 
sentative of Serranus Clinton Hastings, 
the school’s founder. 

Before 1980, Hastings’ board filled 
vacancies internally, perpetuating what 
has historically been the private preserve 
of conservative white male Hastings 
alumni. 

According to Gregory, the Legis- 
lature had no authority to change the 
governance of Hastings College, because 
Hastings is part of the University of 
California, and UC’s autonomy is 
guaranteed by the state Constitution. 

“‘The power of the [UC] regents to 
operate and administer the university is 
virtually exclusive,’’ Gregory wrote in an 
Aug. 23rd letter to Petris. 

The relationship between UC and 
Hastings has never been clearly defined, 
as Gregory noted in his letter. Although 
Hastings was established as ‘‘the law 
department’’ of the University of Califor- 
nia, it is the only UC law school that main- 
tains a separate and autonomous board of 
directors. 

In the past, Hastings officials have 
taken seemingly inconsistent positions on 
the board’s status. On one occasion they 
rejected any suggestion that they are sub- 
servient to the UC regents. But when a 
group of former Hastings students sued to 
force the board to comply with the state’s 
open meetings law, Hastings’ attorneys 
argued successfully that the board was 
subordinate to the UC Board of Regents 


and therefore exempt from the law. 

If Coutin had his way, the regents 
would have to assume control of Hastings, 
a role UC officials insist they don’t want 
to play. 

No one is certain what Gregory’s non- 
binding opinion will mean for the makeup 
of the board. Petris, however, suggested 
that a court could invalidate the three ad- 
ditional board seats and remove all direc- 
tors appointed by the governor. 

In an interview with the Bay Guardian, 
Coutin was clearly elated with the legisla- 
tive counsel’s opinion. ‘‘I just bumped off 
the entire board of governors of the most 
powerful legal institution in the United 
States,”’ he crowed. ‘‘They’re all dead, all 
except the heir of Hastings.” 

Attorneys for Hastings and the Univer- 
sity of California had not return the Bay 
Guardian’s phone calls as of press time. 

Coutin had challenged the Hastings’ 
board’s legitimacy during a June 28th legis- 
lative committee hearing to confirm the ap- 
pointment of Marvin Baxter, a state appeals 
court justice, to a vacancy on the board. 

The Senate Rules Committee approved 
Baxter’s appointment 4-0, but the later 
opinion of the legislative counsel has stalled 
confirmation of another appeals court 
justice, William Channel. 

Petris told the Bay Guardian he asked 
for a postponement of Channel’s confir- 
mation until members of the Rules Com- 
mittee could meet later this fall to discuss 
the constitutional dilemma. 

“‘We’ve been repeatedly told by legisla- 
tive counsel that this kind of legislation is 
unconstitutional,’’ Petris said. ‘‘What the 
heck are we doing ignoring that and acting 
like we never asked for his opinion?’’ 

Meanwhile, Coutin, flushed with a rare 
victory, said he plans to continue the of- 
fensive against his alma mater. He has 
asked a federal appeals court based in San 
Francisco to take judicial notice of the leg- 
islative counsel’s opinion. 

“It’s not over yet,’’ Coutin said. ‘‘The 
dominoes have just begun to fall.’’

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


When environmentalists put 
Proposition 65 on the state 
ballot in 1986, many elected 
Officials in San Francisco 
gladly endorsed it. The 
measure set strict new 
requirements for private 
companies that use or release 
a wide range of chemicals 
determined to cause health 
problems. The chemical indus- 
try (along with other big busi- 
ness groups) bitterly opposed 
Prop. 65, but it won anyway. 

Now state Senator Quentin 
Kopp, who represents parts of 
San Francisco, has introduced 
a measure that would require 
government agencies to abide 
by Prop. 65, just as private 
companies have to. Among 
the bill's opponents: The City 
and County of San Francisco. 

Kopp contends that state 
and local government agen- 
cies use and discharge toxic 
materials at levels that are 
equal to or above those of 
many private companies 
covered by Prop. 65. The As- 
sociation of California Water 
Agencies, which opposes the 
bill, contends that it would 
hinder efforts of local and 
sewage water-treatment facili- 
ties, which use potentially toxic 
chemicals to kill bacteria, etc. 
But the bill specifically ex- 
empts those agencies. 

It might, on the other hand, 
restrict the ability of state and 
local agencies to spray certain 
pesticides and herbicides that 
might get into the water table. 
It could force local and state 
agencies to give employees 
who are exposed to hazardous 
materials on the job the same 
warnings private companies 
have to provide. 

It would almost certainly 
cost cities, counties and the 
State a sizable chunk of 
money. But then, environmen- 
tal protection and workplace 
safety has never come cheap. 

So why is a good liberal city 
like San Francisco opposing 
the Kopp bill (which is num- 
bered, conveniently, SB 65)? 
Good question. And like 
almost anything involving the 
city’s position on state legisla- 
tion, it’s a major challenge to 
find the answer. 

In theory, the Mayor's Office 
works with a State Legislation 
Committee to formulate posi- 
tions and direct the city's Sac- 
ramento lobbyist, Helen Dowden. 

Scott Shafer, Mayor Art 
Agnos’s press aide, said he 
knew nothing about the bi, 
couldn't say who directed 

Dowden to oppose the bill and 
promised to get back to me. 
That was Thursday, Aug. 24th. 
By the end of the day Monday, 
Aug. 28th, | hadn't heard from 
him. 

Reached at press time, 
Dowden said the Department 
of Public Health had ex- 
pressed concern about the 
bill's cost, and the State 
Legislation Committee had 
taken a stand against it. Ed 
McGovern, an Agnos aide, 
normally chairs the commit- 
tee. But he’s on leave to run 
the stadium campaign — and in 
his absence, Dowden said, it’s 
not quite clear who's in charge. 
Hell of a way to run a city.

Curioser and curioser 

SAN FRANCISCO Registrar of Voters 
Germaine Wong and Deputy City At- 
torney Randy Riddle attended a workshop 
in Sacramento last December at which the 
change in election law that they now claim 
may disqualify Proposition T was discussed. 

Prop. T is a charter amendment that 
would set a two-term limit for supervisors. 
Wong certified that the measure had 
qualified for the November ballot earlier 
this month after her office determined that 
the sponsors had submitted 28,884 valid 
signatures — more than the 22,380 that 
the 1989 election guide published by 
Wong’s office stated were required. 

But Wong, acting on the advice of City 
Attorney Louise Renne, announced Aug. 
24th that she planned to pull Prop. T from 
the ballot — because one of Renne’s 
deputies had just discovered a change in 
state law that almost doubled the required 
number of signatures. 

The new state law took effect in 
January 1989, but Renne and Wong said 
they had not been aware of the change un- 
til a few days before they decided to pull 
the measure. Riddle, Renne said, was 
reviewing state codes when he stumbled on 
the mistake. But the new law was on the 
agenda for discussion at the annual City 
Clerks New Law Workshop and Seminars, 
held at the Hyatt Regency in Sacramento 
Dec. 8-9, 1988 — and conference registra- 
tion records show that both Wong and 
Riddle were present. Reached at press 
time, Wong confirmed that both she and 
Riddle attended the conference. But she 
said she did not remember any discussion 
of the new charter amendment law. 

“Tt may have been on the agenda, but 
I don’t remember it being discussed,’’ she 
explained. Riddle could not be reached 
for comment. 

Renne, reached by phone at press time, 
said that Riddle had ‘‘seemed genuinely 
surprised”’ about the existence of the new 
law. If it was discussed at the conference, 
she said, Riddle appeared to have no recol- 
lection of it. 

Proposition T campaign manager 
Darryl Cox has complained all along that 
Renne’s decision seemed politically based. 
When informed that Wong and Riddle 
were at the conference, he said the infor- 
mation tended to support his theory. 
“This just keeps getting stranger and 
stranger,’’ he said. 


Once more with feeling 


WITH SUPERVISOR Bill Maher leading 
the way, and Supervisor Angela Alioto 
doing a sudden flip-flop, PG&E’s allies 
managed several weeks ago to delete from 
the city’s budget an allocation of 
$150,000 for a feasibility study on 
municipalizing the local electric utility 
(see Bay Guardian, 8/2/89), 

But the city’s financial picture is looking 
brighter than expected, and Supervisor 
Ference Hallinan said last week that he 
plans to seek a supplemental appropriation 
to fund the study. 

“Sam Yockey [the city controller] told 
me today that he just put an additional $3 
million into our reserves,’’ Hallinan said 
Aug. 25th. “‘If we have that much extra 
money, I’m going to ask the mayor to try 
to get the study funded again.’” 

If Hallinan is going to be successful, 
he’ll need to bring Alioto back on board. 
Alioto had promised during her campaign 
to support a feasibility study, but she 
voted against it when it came before the 
board. She explained later that she 


thought $150,000 was not enough to do a 
fair study. 

“Tm going to talk to Angela about it, 
and see how much she thinks we would 
need to spend,”’ Hallinan said. “‘I 
think we can come up with a proposal that 
she’ll support.”’ 

There is still a fair amount of time for 
public power advocates to lobby the super- 
visors (esp. Alioto) in favor of the study — 
Hallinan will need the mayor’s backing, 
and Agnos is out of town for several 
weeks. Look for a supplemental ap- 
propriation request sometime in late 
September or early October. 


Agnos playing hardball 
MAYOR ART Agnos’s campaign to 
generate support for the China Basin ball- 
park is taking a decidedly nasty turn, and 
the mayor’s tactics may well intensify the 
opposition to the ballpark. 

On Aug. 14th, Agnos met with a num- 
ber of community representatives, in- 
cluding attorney Sue Hestor, and the meet- 
ing’s tone turned decidedly unpleasant — 
so unpleasant that ‘‘I walked out of the 
mayor’s office,’’ Hestor said. 

Hestor called the mayor’s posture with 
opponents of the ballpark nonsensical. 
“He is taking an absurd line,’’ she said. 
“He is telling people that they acted 
illegitimately by opposing the ballpark 
without first consulting him.” 

According to Hestor, the mayor has 
done exactly what he is accusing 
opponents of doing. ‘‘He himself handled 
the entire negotiations in private, making 
land deals without consulting anyone, and 
that’s illegitimate,’’ she said. 


Brutally honest 


EVERY WEEK, the Police Commission 
sends out its agenda, and at the end is a list 
of the claims against the Police Department 
that the city attorney wants to settle? It 
doesn’t take a genius to notice that the city 
is paying out an incredible amount of 
money for claims of police brutality — and 
worse, the same officers are named again 
and again. 

Now Scott Pearson and Lewis Cohen, 
both producers for KQED’s Express, have 
spent four months going through some 300 
court cases from the past decade charging 
the police with excessive use of force. Ver- 
dicts and settlements have cost the city 
more than $3 million in damages. Some of 
the cases, like the Dolores Huerta beating, 
have made headlines, but more often, the 
violence was directed at the underprivileged 
and received little or no media attention. 

The resulting documentary, ‘‘Shield for 
Abuse,’’ shows not only a pattern of 
violence, but the department’s reluctance to 
discipline violent cops. Of 27 complaints 
sustained by the Office of Citizen Com- 
plaints, only 11 have resulted in official 
disciplinary actions by the chief or the 
Police Commission. The documentary also 
names names of officers with numerous 
complaints and lawsuits against them. One 
officer, a 20-year veteran, has been the 
subject of 43 complaints for unnecessary 
force and 16 lawsuits that have cost the city 
$408,000.

The State Department’s dirty work

Y NOW, YOU must be sick of the scene. Hordes of re- 
B-: and FBI agents walk only inches behind 

suspected spy Felix Bloch as he does his morning shop- 
ping or walks the dog. Despite 24-hour stakeouts by scores of 
print, television and radio journalists, Bloch has yet to utter 
one newsworthy comment to the throngs encamped in front 
of his door. 

Bloch did talk about the allegations against him — but 
only after he requested an interview with Austrian TV. The 
networks that had spent millions of dollars hoping to get one 
good, original sound bite ended up broadcasting footage 
from someone else’s network. 

I have no idea whether Bloch is a spy. Neither do the 
media. But by now the government and the media have in- 
delibly branded him a spy and quite possibly ruined his life — 
whether or not he is ever convicted of any crime. 

The Bloch case illustrates how the government can shame- 
lessly use the media — and the media can just as shamelessly 
go along with it. 

The government apparently does not have enough evi- 
dence to indict Bloch. Instead, State Department officials 
leaked allegations of Bloch’s spying to ABC News, knowing 
it would become instant front-page headlines. On the June 
23rd edition of This Week With David Brinkley, commen- 
tators debated whether the State Department designed the 
leak as a way of pressuring Bloch into a confession. 

I think they did. The government figured that by putting a 
24-hour FBI tail on Bloch and having the media stake out his 
house, the former diplomat would psychologically collapse 
and confess. It’s one thing for the government to design a 
nasty strategy like that, but why should the media do the 
State Department’s dirty work? : 


respondent John McWethy broke the story on July 21st. 

Citing unnamed State Department officials, he reported 
that the former number-two man in the U.S. embassy in 
Vienna was suspected of passing secrets to the Soviet KGB. 

That night ABC treated the public to a new high in jour- 
nalistic ethics: news simulation. ABC hired actors to portray 
Bloch handing off a briefcase to the KGB. They produced it 
in fuzzy black and white, complete with cross hairs and arun- 
ning clock so the video would look like a surveillance tape. 
ABC apologized for not saying it was a simulation, but they 
should never have staged the event in the first place. 

If the State Department was trying to smear Bloch, 
McWethy and the other media stars on the story fell perfectly 
into the plan. Reporters are supposed to be suspicious of 
single-source stories, particularly when that source may have 
ulterior motives. Apparently, McWethy did check with other 
sources — but who could possibly know about the case ex- 
cept U.S. government officials or those close to them? 

A more skeptical reporter would ask, ‘‘Hey guys, I 
remember the famous sex orgy at the Moscow embassy, 
where sex-crazed Marines supposedly opened up the secret 
U.S. communications room for the KGB. Later court testi- 
mony never established that it actually occurred. Why 
should I believe this one?”’ But I guess if you ask questions 
like that, you don’t become Chief National Security Cor- 
respondent for ABC. 

Nevertheless, after July 21st, all the major media staked 
out Bloch’s home. Scott Richardson, ABC press spokesman, 
gave Press Box the rationale. ‘‘It’s a major spy story,”’ said 
Richardson. ‘‘We knew where he was and he hadn’t com- 
mented yet. It happened in Washington, DC, where an awful 
lot of reporters are.’’ 

Initial news reports showed a tense and closed-mouth, 
balding diplomat striding purposefully in and out of his car. 
The State Department and Justice Department continued to 


H T ALL BEGAN when ABC Chief National Security Cor- 


leak juicy allegations about Bloch’s spying, sexual and finan- 
cial affairs. Since neither Bloch nor his attorneys would talk, 
the charges went unchallenged. Most media carefully noted 
that Bloch had not yet been indicted, and a few mentioned he 
might even be innocent, but that didn’t stop the cumulative 
impression that he must be guilty of something. 

Within a few days, reporters realized that Bloch was un- 
likely to say much newsworthy. On July 30th, the New York 
Times interviewed other reporters about the tedium of the 
Bloch stakeout. When journalists start writing about each 
other, you know there’s no real news. 

ABC’s Richardson defends the continued stakeout be- 
cause Bloch occasionally did say something newsworthy. 
““He commented to the media on a park bench,”’ he notes. 

On Aug. 10th Bloch did schmooze with the media while

sitting on a park bench with his dog Mephisto. He discussed 
orchestra conductors, Viennese opera and how he got into 
the Foreign Service. But he refused all comment about the 
spy charges. Thus we have the media’s circular logic. Because 
Bloch had become a newsworthy person, then by definition 
anything he says is worth printing. Give me a break. If I want 
to know about orchestra conductors, I’ll talk to Zubin Mehta. 

The mainstream media is caught in its own trap. Once hay- 
ing swallowed the idea that Bloch is probably aspy and might 
be taken into custody at any moment, they stake him out in 
hopes of being there for the big moment. While some more 
rational TV assignment editors might want to pull back the 
camera crews, they fear the competition will scoop them. So 
one network stays as long as the others do. 

KGO-TV Assignment Editor Chapin Day sympathized 
with his counterparts at ABC in New York. ‘‘You always 
have a demand for the picture,’’ he told Press Box, and “‘you 
would rather have them moving than a still from a high 
school yearbook.”’ But he added that “‘I’d be hard pressed to 
cover it at this point. After it becomes obvious he’s not going 
to say anything, then I’m not going to leave a watch forever.” 

But Day doesn’t make decisions for ABC in New York. As 
of this writing, the pack continues to prowl the streets of New 
York and Washington looking for its prey. 

Ironically, despite the millions of dollars spent on the 
stakeout so far, the public shows little interest in the Bloch 
story. According to a Times-Mirror poll conducted Aug. 
10th-13th, the Bloch case generated the least interest of any 
story the survey listed. 

The media should have pulled back the crews and re- 
porters long ago. If the government indicts Bloch, or if some- 
thing newsworthy actually happens in the case, then cover it. 
If the government has evidence of spying against Bloch, let 
it prove the charges in a court of law. Until then, call off the pack 
and let the government do its own dirty work. |

WHAT NOSY 
NEIGHBORS 
WANT 

TO KNOW 


N THE OLD days, every neigh- 
borhood seemed to have a Sadie. 


Dressed in her housecoat and 


pink slippers, Sadie was the lady in 
the know. She was the one person 
you could go to and find out what 
was happening up the street or 
down the block. 

Alas, the Castro has no Sadie. 
But if it did, here’s what she’d have 
to say to all you nosy neighbors who 
want to know: 

@ So what’s happening with the 
Elephant Walk building? 

For eight months the great hulk 

of a building at Castro and 18th 
-streets has stood empty, victim of a 
Dec. 2, 1988 fire. 

Once home to five thriving street- 
level businesses, including the famed 
Elephant Walk bar — site of a police 
attack following the 1979 White 
Night riots — the building has long 
been rumored to be the site for anew 
McDonald’s or Burger King. 

Not true, says a spokesman for 
the property owner, Paul Langley 
Real Estate. 

‘The building is going to be recon- 
structed the way it was, with a few 
cosmetic changes,’’ said Stephen 
Roake, Langley’s architect. 

Interior demolition began the 
third week of August, but the work 
won’t be completed for six to nine 
months, Roake said. 

All of the businesses are expected 
to return, except for All That Jazz 
card shop, which has moved to Ari- 
zona, said Tom Foster, Langley’s 
office manager. 

@ And what happened to the 
widow Mrs. Vally? 

In short — she died. But that ain’t 
half the story. 

The kindly 87-year-old lady was 
‘ta character in the neighborhood 
for years,’’ explained Cliff’s owner 
Ernie Asten. 

Mrs. Vally owned the building at 
525 Castro, which stood mostly va- 
cant for years. It seems she had some 
good-hearted but odd notions. 

Asten said ‘Mrs. Vally read 
somewhere once’’ that vacancies 
help keep rents down, which she 
thought was a good idea. So Mrs. 
Vally decided the best way to help 
lower the Castro’s soaring commer- 
cial rents was to keep her storefront, 
which now houses Rainbow Rec- 
ords, empty most of the time. 

The strategy, of course, didn’t 
work in the booming neighbor- 
hood. And ironically, after Mrs. 
Vally had a stroke, the building was 
sold and the new owners asked 
$5-a-square-foot for the space, one 
of the highest rents in the Castro, 
Asten said. 
® Finally, how come the Quality 
Shoe Repair shop is usually open — 
but never seems in operation? 

It appears Bill, the owner, does 
things his way. Ernie Asten said that 
‘the keeps his machines nice and 
clean and ready to go... but Idon’t 
know how many people have told 
me they’ve tried to take their shoes 
in, and no way can they get them 
repaired.” ‘ 

Bill couldn’t be reached for com- 
ment, but Ernie said it probably 
wouldn’t help anyway. ‘‘Oc- 
casionally, I stop and talk to him 
and...it’s different. It’s like he’s 
talking past you. But whatever he 
says, it’s very nice.”

OF CASTRO STREET 


The AIDS epidemic has taken its toll on SF's legendary gay mecca, 
but reports of the Castro's demise are premature

LDTIMERS WILL tell 

you they once called it 

Most Holy Redeemer 

Parish, after the local 

Catholic church on 
Diamond Street that dominated life. 
35 years ago in the tightly knit Irish and 
Italian community. 

Aging muscle boys probably remem- 
ber it as the Great Gay Way, where 
hordes of beautiful young men trans- 
formed the neighborhood into an inter- 
national smorgasbord of gay sexual 
delights. 

Today, the 44-square-block area run- 
ning from 17th to 21st Streets and 
Dolores to Douglass Streets is known 
simply as The Castro. 

Battered by the AIDS epidemic and 
no longer the inarguable ‘‘Gay Mecca,”’ 
the Castro these days seems a bit care- 
worn around the edges. The epidemic, 
along with some other less-dramatic 
forces, has wrought significant changes 
in this often-sunny zone of multi-hued 
Victorians and tree-lined streets. 

Residents insist the area has main- 
tained its small-town charm. Still, they 
say, it’s a different neighborhood today 
— one that is home to fewer gay men 
and more lesbians, straight women and 
families with young children. 

Through all the changes, one fact of 
life — and death — continues to over- 
shadow the Castro: AIDS. Eight years 
into ‘‘the health crisis,’’ as some gay res- 


idents refer to the killer epidemic obli- 
quely, AIDS has taken a horrible toll. 
Figures from the city’s Health De- 
partment reveal that since 1981, 10 per- 
cent of all the people who have lived in 
the Castro have been diagnosed with 


AIDS. What’s more, as of August. 


1989, between 4 percent and 5 percent 
of the neighborhood’s 7,382 residents 
have died from AIDS-related diseases. 

To understand the enormity of the 
loss from AIDS, one has to go back to 
World War II for a comparison. His- 


torians have written about how the 


Soviet Union’s civilian population suf- 
fered the greatest devastation of any na- 
tion in that war. The percentage of 
Soviet civilian deaths — 4 percent, or 
some 7.7 million persons — is virtually 
the same as the percentage of Castro 
residents wiped out in the AIDS crisis. 

“Not a day goes by that one of my 
employees does not say ‘Remember so 
and so, I heard he’s sick or he’s dead,’ ”’ 
said Mike Meracle, 39, manager of 
Walgreens drugstore on Castro street. 

AIDS has even become a part of the 
gay bar scene. Seven-year Castro resi- 
dent Tony Jasinski, 37, said ‘‘it’s not 
unusual to be in a bar and hear a beeper 
go off,”’ signaling someone it’s time to 
take his next dose of AZT. 

Still, gay Castro boosters such as 
Jasinski, who founded a local gay bas- 
ketball team and owns a home on 19th 
Street, insist the area’s gay residents are 
feeling a renewed sense of optimism. 

“The neighborhood went into a de- 


clining period from ’83 to ’85 when 
nobody wanted to go out,”’ the wiry, 
blond basketball enthusiast explained. 
“Now it seems to have turned back 
around and feels like ’82 [before the 
worst of AIDS], but without the party 
atmosphere.” 

The optimists cite increased political 
interest in issues like anti-gay violence 
and the blossoming of gay social ac- 
tivities such as sports groups and 
square-dancing clubs. : 

But longtime observers of the neigh- 
borhood scene say the emotional toll is 
unrelenting. 

“Whatever [improvements] there 
may be in the political and social at- 
mosphere doesn’t matter when some- 
one close to you has died — and the 
dead are dying just as dead as they ever 
were,’’ said Ernie Asten, 42, owner of 
Cliff’s Variety and a fourth-generation 
Castro resident. 


O PARAPHRASE Mark 
Twain, news of the Castro’s 
demise is premature. 
The community main- 
tains its status as a premier 
gay neighborhood — home still to what 
is probably the highest concentration of 
gay men anywhere in the Western 
world. 

Larry Bye, 39, a social marketing 
consultant who has done numerous 
studies for the AIDS Foundation, said a 
1988 survey he conducted of 500 San 
Francisco gay men found that 51 percent 


of the city’s estimated 70,000 gay males 
live in or around the Castro. 

But for today’s gay thirtysomethings 
who played in the Castro during the 
1970s, the gay mecca era is just a 
memory. 

The time is long gone when wave 
after wave of gay men arrived each 
summer from homophobic home- 
towns all over America. 

And store owners say they no longer 
see such large flocks of gay tourists fly- 
ing in from around the globe, making 
their pilgrimage to 18th and Castro to 
see what once was the gayest four cor- 
ners in the world. 

Bye said his polling shows that “‘the 
Castro is not the epicenter of gay life 
the way it once was in the Seventies.”” 

Melinda Paras, 35, a Castro resi- 
dent and head of the speakers bureau 
of Community United Against 
Violence, said that ‘‘absolutely’’ there 
were more gay women shopping in or 
moving to the district. 

Local lesbian institutions include 
Francine’s Cocktail Lounge on 18th 
Street, the Castro’s first lesbian bar, On 
Our Backs, a publication that cele- 
brates lesbian sexuality and Bay 
Times/Coming Up!, a lesbian-owned 
newspaper situated on Castro Street. 

“Tn terms of home and store owner- 
ship, gay men have carved out the 
neighborhood and it became a safe 
space.... That is an extremely attrac- 
tive thing for lesbians,”’ Paras said. 

That space has become even more at- 
tractive because lesbians and gay men, 
who were often at odds in the ’70s, have 
in large part learned to work together in 
AIDS and other community groups, 
said Paras. 

‘‘Far more now, you have lesbians 
and gay men who are friends and hang 
out together’’ she added. 

But Paras cautioned that ‘‘although 
we share this neighborhood, we don’t 
share it on an economic footing’’ with 
gay men. 

Many lesbians can’t afford to buy 
homes in the Castro, where prices ex- 
ceed $350,000, and even many of 
those who rent can’t afford ‘‘to rent as 
couples but must rent in shared 
groups,’’ Paras said. 


T THE same time, 

neighborhood observers 

have noted an increase 

in heterosexual couples, 

particularly families 
with young children. 

““Over the last four or five years, 
you see more baby strollers on the 
street and more kids in the 
playground,’’ Asten said. 

Ron McEachern, a realtor associate 
with Zephyr Realty, agrees that “‘there 
are a lot of heteros buying’ homes in 
the area, though he said ‘‘for as many 
hetero couples I place, someone else is 
placing gay couples.”’ ‘ 

Walgreen’s Meracle reports sales of 
baby formula and disposable diapers 
have been up between 15 percent and 20 
percent in the last few years. 

Though gay politicos begin to squirm 
when the subject is brought up, there’s 
also increasing talk on the street that gay 
men are leaving the neighborhood. 

“*The gay [male] population is on the 
decrease because they’re dying off,’’ 
insisted Alberto Gonzalez, 32, the 
manager of Eureka Federal Savings. 

He added that they’re ‘“‘moving out 
because of the negative memories the 
Castro holds — they look back at the 
Castro of 1978-79 and say it used to be 
so alive.”’ 

Gonzalez said that at his S&L, more 
than 200 out of some 800 gay male 
customers have died in recent years 

from AIDS diseases. 

Though pollster Bye said the ‘‘con- 
ventional wisdom”’ holds that the gay 
migration to the Castro has stopped 
and that the gay population is shrink- 
ing, he said he suspects the assumption 
may be wrong. Future studies, he said, 
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CASTRO 
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probably will show the gay and lesbian 
population is ‘‘growing but at a re- 
duced rate.’’ 

He agrees, however, there may be an 
outmigration by gay men who were 
among the Castro’s early homosexual 
settlers. 

“I don’t see why gay men should be 
different from any other immigrants,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The classic pattern is to cluster 
when they first arrive and then disperse 
as they become more assimilated.’ 


IDS HAS also shaken 

up the Castro’s four- 

block, cross-shaped com- 

mercial district and is 

“changing the face of 
business,’’ said Cliff’s Variety owner 
Asten. 

For example, Meracle at Walgreens 
reports that his one pharmacy accounts 
for one-third of all the retail sales of 
AZT in the country. 

What’s more, the store has seen a 
doubling in the sales of home health- 
care products such as adult diapers and 
disposable gloves, he said. 

One of the most dramatic business 
changes — the drop in patronage at 
many of the neighborhood’s 11 gay 
bars — has been well documented. Last 
year, for instance, Chronicle writer 
David Tuller reported ‘‘gay bars and 
other night spots have seen their bus- 
iness drop dramatically.”’ 

The bars have also been buffeted by 
the new sobriety, as some have called it, 
which has taken deep root in the neigh- 
borhood. At least 20 Alcoholics 





Anonymous meetings are held each 
week in basements and meeting halls 
dotting the Castro. 

One AA participant said the 
Wednesday 8 pm meeting in the base- 
ment of Fair Oaks school on Diamond 
Street is called the ‘‘show of shows’’ 
because it attracts so many people — 
200 or more. ‘‘If you don’t get there by 
7:30, you won’t get a seat,’’ he said. 

One characteristic of the Castro 
hasn’t seemed to have changed much 
during the past few years: The neigh- 
borhood’s residents are still well-off. 

“‘Over the last five years we’ve seen a 
dramatic increase in the price of real 
estate in the area,’’ said Asten. ‘That 
means we have people moving in with 
large investments in property who 
miraculously still have large disposable 
incomes.”’ 

Those people are also contributing to 
the growing nesting trend among gays 
and straights, which has affected local 
business. 

For instance, some residents say 
there’s a near glut of video stores. 
There are now five in or near Castro 
Street. 

Meanwhile, Asten’s hardware-home 
repair outlet, in business since 1936, is 
often packed with home improvers. He 
estimates Cliff’s grosses between $1.5 
million and $2.5 million a year, making it 
one of the busiest stores in the area. 

Others talk about what they see as 
the ‘‘chaining’’ of the commercial 
strip. Such talk is not about esoteric gay 
sexual practices but what some lament 
as the invasion of chain stores into the 
Castro, including Walgreens and Rain- 
bow Records. 

The chains, local businessmen say, 
are the only ones able to afford inflated 
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Officer Dennis Tomasonis the only regular beat cop in The Castro. 


PROBLEMS ON THE STREET 


HE CASTRO’S neighbor- 
hood problems come in all 
sizes, from the lofty (the 


debate over renaming a local institu- 
tion for a martyred gay leader) to 


the mundane (getting the garbage” 


out of Castro Street gutters). 

But despite the fact that the 
Castro has a reputation as one of the 
city’s most progressive, tolerant 
neighborhoods, the vast majority of 
the 25 shop owners and residents in- 
terviewed for this story said they be- 
lieve the area’s biggest problem is 
the increase in the number of home- 
less people and panhandlers. And 
many, even self-described liberals, 
expressed a distinct lack of sym- 
pathy for the folks who ask passers- 
by for money. 

Sheri Storey, a lesbian who re- 
cently moved to a flat above Castro 
Street, said she’s had it with neigh- 
borhood vagrants. ‘‘There’s too 
many regulars here. They’re home-

less by choice,’’ asserted Storey, 
who said she worked with the 
homeless in Chicago. “‘They’re run- 
ning a racket.”’ 

Castro beat cop Dennis 
Tomason said he _ thinks 
panhandlers are attracted to the 
area because ‘‘it’s understood to be 
wealthy and liberal’? — an area 
where people will give money to 
those who say they are in need. 

But he added: “‘Lots of people in 
the neighborhood have had their fill 
of that.’’ 

While gay bashings pose a contin- 
uing problem in the area, other 
serious crimes are more rare, 
Tomason said. He said he makes 
four to five arrests a week, ranging 
from shoplifting to drug dealing. 

He said the neighborhood’s 
worst crime spots include the 
burned-out building at 18th and 
Castro, where muggers wait in the 
dark doorways, the parking lot 


retail rents, which sometimes go as high 
as $5 a square foot. Castro businesses 
with long-term leases pay an average of 
$2 to $3 asquare foot, Asten estimated. 

Some, however, point proudly to the 
fact that the neighborhood has been 
progenitor to at least three mini-chains, 
including Hot ’N Hunky, a hamburger 
joint that started on 18th Street and 
now has three other outlets in the city. 

For those who fear that their quaint 
neighborhood is losing its small-town 
aura, there are occasional reminders that 
the Castro’s unique quality remains. 

One such instance came a few weeks 
ago at the Castro Theatre. Though the 
1,600-seat movie palace was packed for 
the last night’s showing of The Wizard 
of Oz, familiar faces were everywhere. 

On the theater’s left sat Gwenn 
Craig, the city’s lesbian police commis- 
sioner from Potrero Hill. Craig had 
brought her 3-year-old niece Jeri for 
her first viewing of the 1939 classic on 
the big screen. 
~ In the center, Bernie, the Castro’s 
friendliest bank teller, made himself at 
home. 

As the spotlighted organist hit the 
first notes from ‘‘San Francisco,’’ the 
crowd burst into applause. 

Soon the theater was dark and a hush 
settled over the audience as Judy 
Garland’s Dorothy sang her heart out 
about ‘‘a land I dreamed of once in a 
lullaby...where troubles melt like 
lemon drops.’’ 

At the film’s end a cheer rose as 
Dorothy again sprang up in her own 
bed, her family close by her side, and 
told them what Bernie and Gwenn and 
all the others who live in or love the 
Castro already knew: ‘‘There’s no 
place like home.”’ | 


behind Walgreens on 18th Street, 
which is host to drug dealing, and 
the streets just outside the commer- 
cial strip, which are the site for 
many of the area’s gay bashings. 

The problem that has received the 
most media attention of late has 
been the tensions between straights 
and gays. 

At the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center, Tony Jasinski’s gay basket- 
ball team, The Hotshots, got into an 
ugly confrontation Aug. 13th with 
about a dozen minority youths, who 
often play in or hang out at the 
center, Jasinski said. 

The teens were angered when the 
recreation director barred them 
from the center because it was 
rented for the Hotshots’ exclusive 
use. Anti-gay remarks were made 
and the recreation director was 
shoved. The police finally arrived 
and made the teens leave the area. 

Tensions between gays and 
Straights were also exacerbated 
recently when local gays proposed 
renaming the Douglass Elementary 
School for slain gay supervisor 
Harvey Milk. Many parents op- 
posed the move, and gays called 
their opposition homophobic. 

The charge of homophobia angers 
parents like Martha Asten, who 
said that ‘‘anyone who takes a 
stand or position against an active 
gay issue is immediately labeled 
‘homophobic.’ ”’ 

That’s a view that only gets Tom 
Ammiano, who led the renaming 
fight, upset. ‘I don’t think straight 
people should define for us what 
homophobia is,”’ he said. 

As for the much less sexy issue of 
dirty streets, a dozen or so Castro 
clean freaks have gotten together 
recently to rid ugly gutters of un- 
sightly messes. They meet once a 
month, brooms at the ready, and 
sweep up and down Castro. 

Not satisfied with being thought 
of as lowly street sweepers, they’ve 
crowned themselves ‘Castro 
Renaissance.”

Schwartz... 


And why is his new job 
as a Chronicle staff writer 


making so many people so nervous?

HILE NO one expects 
complete objectivity in 
the pages of the Chroni- 
cle, eyebrows rose all 
over the Bay Area when 
the name ‘‘Stephen Schwartz’’ started 
appearing last month over the title 
“Chronicle staff writer.’’ When it set 
about hiring a new reporter with a 
specialty in labor affairs, the Chron could 
hardly have found a candidate more 
heavily laden with political baggage. 

As he himself readily admits, 
Schwartz has made a lot of enemies 
over the years as he performed a series 
of dizzying ideological leaps: from the 
Industrial Workers of the World to 
meeting with Oliver North and the 
Outreach Group on Central America in 
the basement of the White House, from 
minuscule Trotskyist sects meeting in 
North Beach cafes to serving as U.S. 
press representative for a Contra leader. 

The town has been buzzing since 
Schwartz’s byline first appeared. Media 
watchers, labor leaders, political activists 
and other observers are asking how aman 
with such a contentious political history 
will perform as a reporter. What 
worries them most is Schwartz’s iden- 
tification of himself in a 1987 report on 
KRON-TV as amember of what he called 
the ‘‘commie-watching network.’’ Dur- 
ing the broadcast, he discussed how 
materials found in the garbage of left- 
wing groups might find their way into 
government files. 

Schwartz denies that he actually 
engaged in such activities himself. 
Many of his former North Beach com- 
rades, however, remain highly suspi- 
cious. ‘‘I don’t think anyone should be 
marginalized or lose their job over what 
they believe politically,’’ said one well- 
placed San Francisco labor figure, who 
requested anonymity. ‘“‘But if there’s a 
question of informing, that’s 
something different. That’s not some- 
one you want working in a newsroom.”’ 

Although he acknowledges he lacks 
any experience in daily journalism, 
Schwartz was installed at the Chronicle 
a month ago as a ‘‘mandatory hire’’ on 
the orders of publisher Richard 
Thieriot. (This has been the cause of 
some bad feeling in the Chronicle news- 
toom, with some reporters complain- 
ing of the lengthening reach of the pub- 
lisher into the newsroom.) 

Schwartz’s reporting thus far has 
displayed a greater knowledge of left- 
wing and labor history than is generally 
the case at his paper, and has generally 
been fair and balanced. 










Schwartz’s union background, as he 
described it to the Bay Guardian, 
sounds almost conventional: member- 
ship in the Sailors Union of the Pacific 
when he shipped out on freighters after 
high school, eight years in the Brother- 
hood of Railroad and Airline Clerks as 
a clerk at the Southern Pacific yards in 
Richmond, then official historian of 
the SUP. He is well-known, if not 
universally well-liked, in San Francisco 
labor circles. 

Yet Schwartz is a far more colorful 
figure than his union pedigree suggests. 
In the mid-1970s, he served on the staff 
of Francis Coppola’s short lived City 
magazine. Later he managed the early 
punk band, The Dils, supposedly 
writing their song, ‘‘Class War.’’ 
Schwartz also wrote for the early punk 
newspaper, Search and Destroy, as well 
as producing a book of surrealist 
poetry, A Sleepwalker’s Guide to San 
Francisco. 

Schwartz was heavily influenced, 
in his poetic as well as his politi- 
cal beliefs, by the revolutionary 
Trotskyist milieu of post-war Spain. 
Any reader of George Orwell’s 
Homage to Catalonia will remember 
the Soviet tanks of the Republic turned 
against their erstwhile comrades in the 
war against Franco, the Trotskyists and 
anarchists. Stephen Schwartz’s intellec- 
tual career has been devoted to carrying 
on that feud. He considers as “‘the most 
important thing I have ever done”’ his co- 
authorship with Spanish radical historian 
Victor Alba of the book Spanish Marx- 
ism vs. Soviet Communism. 

“T hate Stalinism,’’ he says. 
“Stalinism murdered revolutionaries in _ 
Spain and Russia and China and many 
other countries; it identified the left 
with a tradition of repression and in- 
tellectual obscurantism. I will never 
forgive the Stalinists and their fol- 
lowers for destroying the moral basis of 
a movement that people like my own 
mother were prepared to give their lives 
for, and that I was prepared to give my 
life for.”’ 


CHWARTZ’S OBSESSIVE 

anti-Stalinism first found ex- 

pression in the early 1980s in 

the specialized world of San 

Francisco’s anarcho-Trotsky- 

ist ultra-left, most of whose business 

was conducted in the cafes of North 

Beach. He was the sole member of a 

group called FOCUS, the U.S. arm of 

the obscure Spanish and French revolu- 
tionary group FOR. 

Under the name ‘‘Comrade San- 

dalio,’’ Schwartz put out an occasional

publication called The Alarm until he 
was expelled after a falling out with the 
European group in 1982: ‘‘In view of 
the attitude of the only FOCUS mili- 
tant that we have met,’’ it wrote, 
“‘we break all relations with him.’’ 

Schwartz was soon to break all rela- 
tions with his leftist colleagues and 
move sharply to the right. In this he 
resembles less New Left turncoats like 
David Horowitz than the ‘‘State De- 
partment Trotskyists’” of the Fifties 
and Sixties, who believed that Stalinism 
was so evil that the most revolutionary 
thing one could do was to give whole- 
hearted support to the Cold War. 

In 1984, Schwartz was invited to join 
San Francisco’s own right-wing think 
tank, the Institute for Contemporary 
Studies. ICS is a low-profile, well- 
connected institution on Kearney 
Street, founded by Ed Meese and other 
Ronald Reagan associates in 1972. 
Schwartz says he was hired by ICS for 
two reasons: his anti-Stalinism, and the 
fact that institute head Lawrence 
“‘Lawry’’ Chickering believed that he 
“could possibly function as a kind of 
liaison to left-wing and liberal people in 
order to develop dialogue.”’ 

Chickering was badly mistaken: Any 
good will Schwartz might have had 
among San Francisco leftist circles did 
not survive the trip to ICS. He has 
been, in fact, ever since, the subject of 
contemptuous graffiti on North Beach 
walls. Just this Monday, Aug. 28th, 
Herb Caen innocently cited a current 
example: ‘‘Schwartz is bulimic.” 

In 1987, the Examiner recorded 
Schwartz’s arrest for defacing a wall on 
Vallejo Street when he tried to reply 
with a felt pen to a particularly abusive 
graffito. “‘It’s a sad day,’? commented 
his attorney, ‘‘when a person can’t 
rebut the allegation that he’s the 
philosophical whore of North Beach.”’ 

Schwartz spent five years at ICS, 
editing the Journal of Contemporary 
Studies and serving as a conservative 
talking-head on local television. One of 
his earlier efforts was assisting UC at 
Berkeley Cold Warriors Paul Seabury 
and Walter McDougall in editing ‘‘The 
Grenada Papers,”’ a distillation of gov- 
ernment documents captured after the 
U.S. invasion of that country, purporting 
to prove the Stalinist orientation of 
Maurice Bishop’s New Jewel Movement. 

While working on the Grenada proj- 
ect, Schwartz boasted of being in fre- 
quent communication with disinfor- 
mation specialist and Contragate figure 
Michael Ledeen, as well as Herbert 
Romerstein of the U.S. Information 
Agency. Schwartz also says he met

former CIA Director William Casey on 
several occasions (‘‘I got the impres- 
sion that he didn’t care much for me’’), 
and was even invited to lunch at CIA 
headquarters at Langley, Virginia. 
Schwartz declined. 

Schwartz’s version of the Grenada 
affair for the Journal of Contemporary 
Studies, ‘‘Caliban’s Children,’’ is an 
unpleasant exercise in beating a dead 
revolutionary movement. For exam- 
ple, Schwartz blames Bishop and his 
followers for lying ‘‘as if their lives de- 
pended on it’’ that the famous airport 
was meant for tourism and not military 
purposes (as the U.S. insisted), and 
then suggests — on the basis of no 
evidence — that any Grenadine tour- 
ism would consist of prostitution and 
gambling. 

He also complains of the ‘‘tendency 
toward undignified panic of the NJM 
when it believed it was threatened... . 
The hysteria is shown in a pathetic call 
to arms issued in March 1983 in re- 
sponse to a perceived (but at that time 
imaginary) U.S. threat.’’ Schwartz’s 
article was written, remember, well 
after the very real U.S. invasion of 
Grenada in October 1983. 

In a 1986 report in Jmage magazine 
about the ICS, Schwartz boasted of his 
friendship with prominent neo- 
conservatives like Norman Podhoretz. 
He began contributing to Podhoretz’s 
rightist Commentary magazine pieces 
such as his ‘‘Nicaraguan Journey,’’ an 
anti-Sandinista travelogue. 

The article predicted ‘‘the possibility 
of a Nicaraguan Grenada,”’ identified 
the briefcase as “‘the classic symbol of 
Leninist power,’’ criticized Daniel 
Ortega’s Spanish accent, invoked 
Homage to Catalonia and still found 
room for Trotskyist optimism: ‘‘I even 
heard that the second-level political 
leadership of UNO [the United 
Nicaraguan Opposition] includes a 
number of former Trotskyists from 
various Latin America countries!”’ 

On the home front, Schwartz served 
as one of the main U.S. cheerleaders 
for Contra leader Eden Pastora. 
“Pastora in many ways responded to 
fantasies I had had,’’ Schwartz says 
now. “‘I felt he was the Trotsky of 
Nicaragua.... I worked as a liaison 
between Eden’s movement and some 
American press; I regret very much that 
he has encountered such misunder- 
standing, incomprehension and ill will 
in most American media.”” 

The press can hardly be blamed for 
being peeved, however, after Pastora 
flatly and repeatedly lied to them, deny- 
ing that he was receiving funds from the 





CIA — which indeed he was. 

“That is the number one historic 
problem with Eden,’’ sighs Schwartz. 
“If I had known at the time that Eden 
was on the agency payroll, I probably 
would not have worked with him.” 


HE MOST serious challenge 
to Schwartz’s reputation 
arises from a Nov. 10th-12th, 
1987 report on KRON called 
“Private Spies,’’ by producer 
Jonathan Dann and reporter Sylvia 
Chase with the help of the Center for 
Investigative Reporting. The report in- 
vestigated private right-wing spying 
networks, among which it lumped 
Schwartz as ‘‘a member of what he calls 
the commie-watching network.’’ 

“When a left-wing group pub- 
lishes, say, a list of its state commit- 
tee and throws it in the garbage,’’ 
Schwartz told Chase, ‘‘and somebody 
finds it in the garbage and brings it to 
me, then I know the names of all those 
people... . [I]f any leftist group has an 
open office where there are a lot of peo- 
ple around, you know you can walk in 
and if there is something lying on a 
desk, you don’t have to filch it. You 
might just write down what’s on 
it...see a list of names or something 
like that.”” 

Many of those watching the KRON 
broadcast concluded that Schwartz was 
in the business of passing information 
on leftist groups to the FBI. But 
Schwartz insists that he was only speak- 
ing hypothetically about how other 
people do it, not himself. ‘‘I have never 
finked on anybody,”’’ he says. ‘‘I have 
never in any way attempted to act 
politically against any of my former 
associates. I am not a fink.’’ 

Jonathan Dann, who produced the 
report for KRON, says he ‘‘stands by 
the story 100 percent.’’ But is there 
hard evidence of Schwartz informing 
on the left? There was one instance, 
Schwartz admits, when he was pre- 
sented with material that “‘looked like 
it had been taken out of someone’s gar- 
bage can,’’ brought to him by one Dan 
Fox, who was also named in the KRON 
documentary as a private spy. The 
document included the phrase “‘low in- 
tensity operation,’’ says Schwartz, in 
such a way as to suggest that people in 
the Bay Area might be training for such 
operations. 

“That worried me,’’ says Schwartz. 
“*That would worry meif I heard it here 
[at the Chronicle], by the way.”’ 
Schwartz says that he called Herbert 
Romerstein at the U.S. Information 
Agency in Washington and asked what 
he should do in such a situation; 
Romerstein said that if he thought 
someone was about to commit a crime, 
he should call either the local police or 
the FBI. Schwartz says he did neither. 

The whole affair, according to 
Schwartz, was an attempt by ‘‘Dan Fox 
and his buddies’? to find out if 
Schwartz were a real anti-communist 
or not. After the incident, he says, he 
barred Fox from his ICS office, and 
refused his calls. 

It’s hard to blame Fox for being 
mystified as to which end of the 
political spectrum Stephen Schwartz is 
coming from; the only fixed object in 
his world is his anti-Stalinism. But with 
Reagan out of office and peace break- 
ing out all over, his right-wing friends 
are no longer in the ascendancy; at the 
same time, most of his old left-wing 
comrades have long since abandoned 
him. Stephen Schwartz is looking for 
something new. 

“One of the reasons that I left the in- 
stitute and came to the Chronicle,’’ he 
says, “‘is that I want very much to 
rehabilitate myself as a liberal. I want 
to get over this period of my life where 
because of the Nicaragua thing, be- 
cause of Pastora and because of my 
emotional feelings about Stalinism, I 

found people labeling me all sorts of 
things that I’m not.” 

What is Stephen Schwartz now? Just 
call him ‘‘Chronicle staff writer.”

HUEY NEWTON, 1942-1989 


Even in handcuffs, 
he soared

UEY NEWTON died on an 
Oakland street Aug. 22nd, 
but he came close to dying 
two decades earlier: 

On Oct. 28, 1967, about 5 
am at Seventh and Willow in Oakland, 
he takes a gunshot in the gut. He 
manages to get to Kaiser Hospital and 
into the emergency room. ‘‘I’m shot 
and I’m bleeding to death, get me a 
doctor,’’ he is quoted as saying. 

The nurse in charge asks him if he’s on 
the Kaiser Health Plan, asks him where 
is his card? She tells the court — this is 
months later, when Huey is on trial, 
charged with killing one Oakland cop 
and wounding another that same night 
— that to her eyes Newton ‘‘wasn’t in 
any acute physical distress, he wasn’t 
hemorrhaging out of his wound.” 

Not hemorrhaging? But everyone in 
court has seen Huey’s bloodied shirt. 
His lawyer, Charles Garry, has made 
sure we’ve seen it. 

The nurse is a white woman. She isin 
her mid-30s on this day in August 1968, 
and she’s dressed up to testify — red 
and green checked suit, red lipstick, 
eyebrows plucked and heavily pen- 
ciled, false eyelashes, silver-blond wig. 
In court she complains that this black 
man was giving her all sorts of grief that 
early morning — ‘‘almost like he was 
drunk... or something.’’ She keeps 
repeating, ‘‘Somebody who’s shot 
does not carry on like this.’’ When 
pressed by Garry, she insists that 
Newton’s wound was a very small 
opening... . about the size of my little 
finger. Not impressive at all.’’ 

The unimpressive gunshot per- 
forated four loops of bowel, a doctor 
later testifies. But there is a proper way 
to be shot if you are black, in Oakland, 
in 1967. You are to wait politely in line 
and not be uppity. 

Huey Newton was always uppity. 
“T’m dying and you’re going to watch 
me die!’’ the nurse quotes him accusing 
her. She says she was afraid he’d shoot 
her — though he has no gun. She calls 
the police. They handcuff the gunshot 
man, hands over his head, to a gurney. 
Finally, a doctor enters. He later says 
Newton is ‘‘hysterical, agitated and 
impossible to work on at this time,’’ so 
he punches 100 millimeters of the 
powerful tranquilizer Thorazine into 





the wounded man. 


ONTEXT? This cries out for 

context. Jammed into my 

notebook on the Huey 

Newton trial is a copy of the 

July 18, 1968 San Francisco 
Chronicle. The trial has just opened 
and Newton, the Minister of Defense 
of the Black Panther Party, has taken 
to the stand to testify that he is pen- 
niless, he has no funds to bring in cer- 
tain witnesses in his defense. 

Another story in the paper: Another 
Black Panther, Eldridge Cleaver, 
Minister of Information, wins a hear- 
ing to determine whether the state hasa 
right to revoke his parole after an April 
6th shootout between Black Panthers 
and Oakland police in which Cleaver 
was wounded and another Panther, 
Bobby Hutton, was killed. 

And the National Commission on 
Urban Problems releases a study that 
says, if present trends continue, the 
United States, by 1985, will be divided 
not only geographically, but also eco- 
nomically and racially — in effect, an 
“‘apartheid society.”’ 

Here’s the lead story from the same 
July 18th Chronicle: ‘‘Militant’’ hip- 
pies try to take over ‘‘the teeming 
intersection of Haight and Clayton 
streets’”’ and scuffle with police for 
several hours. Molotov cocktails, 
clubbed heads, 16 arrests. I had been 
teargassed, with hundreds of other 
people, without warning, on Haight 
Street a few months earlier, so when 
Huey and friends call police ‘‘the occu- 
pying army,’’ I can relate to that. 

In the mid-1960s, Black Panthers 
patrolled their neighborhoods carrying 
shotguns and law books. If they spot- 
ted a cop arresting a citizen, they would 
make sure that citizen understood his 
or her rights. The Panthers in various 
cities also initiated free breakfasts for 
neighborhood: kids, free health-care 
and day-care centers and, in Oakland, 
a school. 

This is the context Garry struggled to 
introduce into those proceedings in the 
summer of 1968. The prosecution 
struggled just as hard to to brand 
Newton an apolitical gangster, just 
another cop-killer. 

The strange thing is, he didn’t doit. I 
sat through almost every minute of the 
trial, and the evidence just didn’t add 


up to convict Newton. The jury’s con- 
tradictory verdict — not guilty of 
wounding Heanes, not guilty of 
murder, but guilty of ‘‘voluntary man- 
slaughter”’ in the death of Frey — even- 
tually did not stand up through a series 
of appeals and retrials and hung juries. 


N 1968, BOTH Huey and I turned 

26, and most of the other reporters 

covering his trial for the under- 

ground press were also in their 

mid-20s. Harold Heanes, the sur- 
viving cop, was 26, and John Frey had 
been 23. It was like a great divide. Some 
of our generation were cops, and some 
were revolutionaries. Which side 
would win out? 

This was a time when black people 
were asserting their identity — ‘‘black 
is beautiful’? — with a few going so far 
as to arm themselves against the white 
oppressors. Yet Newton’s lawyer was a 
white man, and Newton exchanged a 
lot of eye contact with us young (most- 
ly), white (mostly) reporters. When he 
testified, he said the hippies were part 
of the same movement for liberation as 
the Panthers. He was reaching out to 
connect with us. We loved him for it. 

A handsome man, confident and 
trim, he reminded me of a hawk. Even 
in handcuffs, he soared. 

Like Charles Garry, I never saw his 
violent side. It’s hard to connect the 
Huey I knew briefly in 1968 with the 
1974 shooting death of a 17-year-old 
prostitute. Newton was tried, and re- 
tried, for this — both trials ending in 
hung juries. ‘ 

It’s hard to imagine him pistol-whip- 
ping his tailor, which also allegedly oc- 
curred in 1974, but then it’s hard for me 
to imagine his having a tailor. He always 
looked good in his clothes, but in 1968 
his “‘tailor’’ was the Goodwill store. 

Cocaine? Alcohol? In 1968, the 
Black Panthers were puritans about 
drugs. They did not use them. Or said 
they did not use them. But 1968 was a 
long time ago. 

I remember one of the times he was 
out of prison — 1970 or 1971 — and he 
said: In or out of jail, I’m still in jail. 
I’ve just been transferred from maxi- 
mum to medium security. 

The FBI did its damnedest to in- 
filtrate and disrupt the Black Panthers 
through the operation it called 
COINTELPRO. Year after year of be- 
ing spied on, pressured, tried and retried 
— why wouldn’t a man feel lonely, 
paranoid, always in jail? 

Forty-seven years. For a hawk, im- 
prisoned, he lived a long time. 

But what a waste. How many of my 
generation got wasted, one way or 
another, Vietnam, drugs or jail? Or 
joining the occupying army? 

Or one shot, followed by three more, 
at 5:15 in the morning, on the streets of 
Oakland. 

The day after Huey died, I took a 
long walk in the hills outside the town 
where I live in central Montana. I 
thought: Huey was a city person but he 
might have enjoyed this, walking out 
alone into the meadows and forests — 
No spies, no cops, you can take a deep 
breath here. 

Oh, there’s an occupying army in the 
form of giant military jets thundering 
over periodically, practicing low-level 
bombing runs over this pretended 
Siberia. And giant energy corporations 
are threatening to strip-mine these hills. 
And giant agribusiness firms seek to 
dominate farmers and ranchers. But 
that just means the political context has 
broadened. The oppressed are not just 
black people, but all people, and are 
not just people but the Earth. 

Listen. This is true. I am sitting in a 
pine shade, thinking of Huey. ‘You 
were a hawk,”’ I am saying to myself — 
and I look up and there is a hawk coast- 
ing up the wind, over the treetops. 
Then sliding down and away. a

CHOICES

Q: After being celibate for about 
gw eight years, I sought counsel- 
ing about my fear of trusting and 
being vulnerable. When I was on vaca- 
tion in New York I met someone. We 
made love. I think I was able to 
discard my inhibitions because I was 
taken out of my ordinary routine into a 
whirlwind of extremes. Without losing 
the uniqueness of the experience, I 
would like to feel that it is also a sym- 
bolic turning point, to build on it and 
use what I learned in the next situation, 
but I don’t know how orif this is possible. 


A: I have in my office a poster 
g by Virginia Anne Church based 
on the teachings of Dr. Maxie Maults- 
by Jr., a Rational Emotive therapist, 
listing five steps to take in order to 
change a belief: 1. You recognize what 
the belief is (in your case it might be 
“‘No man is trustworthy’’ or ‘‘Being 
vulnerable in sex is always dangerous’’) 
and that you can change it; 2. You stop 
acting or thinking on the basis of that 
old belief (which you have already done 
once); 3. You substitute a new, rational 
and more personally meaningful belief 
for the old one (such as “‘My experience 
in New York was a turning point for 
me; I am obviously learning how to 
make appropriate choices of who and 
how totrust’’); 4. You act in light of the 
new belief; 5. You continue to behave 
in this rational new way, even though it 
JSeels phony to act this new way. Even- 
tually the new belief will become real 
and a part of your ‘‘natural’’ behavior, 
if you persist. 

It all comes down to this: The way to 
reinforce a new decision about beliefs 
or behavior is to act ‘‘asif,’’ and tocon- 
tinue to do so until it is. 


Q:: have to take imipramine, a 





@ medication used to control 
panic attacks and severe depression. It 
works very well, but as a side effect I 
have been getting less horny. I notice I 
can still get off using mental images, 
but even that seems less effective than 
before. Is there any way of getting back 
to my horny old self without totally 
dropping the meds? 


A: The point of a tranquilizer is 
mto dull feelings, like terror or 
grief, which you find too painful to ex- 
perience at their fullest. Such medica- 
tion makes no distinction between 
“‘good’’ and ‘‘bad’’ emotions, so you 
will also dampen joy or desire. You and 
your physician must experiment with 
adjusting the dosage, with the aware- 
ness that the more of anything you 
allow yourself to feel, the more you will 
feel of everything. Only you can judge 
where an acceptable, if never an ideal, 
compromise lies. 


mg Do you have any advice on 

w how to recover from not only a 
lost love, but a lost euphoric wonder- 
land? I seem to be living for the past 
fantasy and the possible reclaiming of 
that fantasy in the future. 


A: There is a sign I’ve seen with 
@ an all-too-poignant motto on it: 
“Someday these will be ‘the good old 
days.’ ’’ A dozen philosophies offer the 
answer to your problem, which is to be 
aware of the present moment and enjoy 
it to its fullest. Of course enjoy your 


memories, and exercise your fantasies 
for the future, but what is real is what is 
now. Carpe diem! 

One of my clients, hoping to coun- 
teract the same tendencies, sets the little 
buzzing reminder on his watch for seven 
or eight random times throughout the 
day. When it goes off he stops whatever 
he’s doing and takes a 60-second 
“awareness break,’’ asking himself 
things like ‘‘What am I feeling? What’s 
going on in my body? What around me 
is pleasant or exciting to my senses? 
What do I hear that I like? What do I 
smell?”’ He says it’s amazing to him just 
how often the buzzer interrupts a 
memory or a fantasy rather than a mo- 
ment of conscious living in the present.

Where to learn hang gliding 


If you're one of the those who want to 
escape the limits of the ground and 
soar like a bird, hang gliding may be 
the sport for you. Unlike other sports 
where you just go out and start, 
though, hang gliding does involve a 
risk of injury for the untrained, so get- 
ting instruction is vital. Always be 
safety-conscious, and train with cer- 
tified hang-gliding instructors. All 
instruction at the following schools is 
done by instructors certified by the 
United States Hang Gliding Associa- 
tion (which requires re-certification 
every two years). 

Don’t worry about plunging off a 
sheer cliff 500 feet from a rocky floor 
on your first flight, because beginning 
instruction takes place on low hills, 
with the student gliding three to five 
feet off the ground. For those who 
like the security of a co-pilot, schools 
do offer tandem hang gliding, but 
students are still required to get an 
orientation on a hang glider by them- 
selves before tandem flight. 

All the lessons and packages listed 
below include instruction and all 
necessary equipment (helmet, hang 
glider, etc.). Instruction on the week- 
days generally involves smaller 
classes and less crowded conditions 
on the hills than on weekends 

Hang gliding involves a heavy com- 
mitment of time, energy and money 
The number of lessons necessary for 
a novice to begin flying on his or her 
own depends on the aptitude of the 
individual, but generally a novice 
usually requires five to 15 lessons. 
The time commitment for each 
lesson runs from three to six hours 
per day. Lessons can total hundreds 
of dollars, and equipment for use 
after lessons, which can't be rented 
because of safety considerations, 
runs from $1,900 to $3,500 new and 
$500 to $1,800 used — although 
schools do offer financing. 

Because of this cost and time in- 
volved, it’s important that you find out 
if hang gliding is really the sport 
you've imagined it to be before you 
make a commitment. All the hang- 
gliding schools listed below offer 
single-lesson packages where you 
can get a feel for the sport. 

A related activity that might be 
worth checking into is paragliding 
Paragliding involves the same prin- 
ciples and thrills as hang gliding, but 
uses a square parachute with 
handles to control the free-fall. 
Paragliding is easier to learn initially, 


although the jumping-off point is 
higher than it is with a hang glider. 
Both Airtime and Chandelle, listed 
below, offer paragliding lessons

"THE LOVEOF 
THE IRISH

HE LITTLE Irish town 

with the long name, 

Lisdoonvarna in County 

Clare, is so dedicated to 

turning singles into 
couples that it devotes the entire month 
of September to matchmaking, filled 
with what resident matchmaker James 
White describes as ‘‘dancing, introduc- 
tions, drinking and partying.” 

Romance-seekers pour in from all 
over the world and can take their 
chances at the regular events (world 
barbecue contests are scheduled for the 
first weekend, a horse-racing cham- 
pionship for the second), or pay $35 for 
two years’ membership and answer 45 
provocative questions (‘‘Do you enjoy 
taking risks? Should married couples 
take separate holidays? Are you in 
favor of sex before marriage?) on the 
official entry form, which entitles them 
to three introductions up front. The 
questionnaire, which features a sedate- 
looking couple separated by a pathway 
guarded by an infant Cupid, declares 
that “‘love is having someone to come 
home to’’ and is endorsed ‘‘UNPRE- 
DICTABLE”’ in large type. 

On Ireland’s west coast, near 
Galway Bay, and a mere one-hour’s 
drive from Shannon Airport, 
Lisdoonvarna (pop. 459) is situated in 
a region called the Burren (‘‘great 
rock’’) that has an abundance of mega- 
lithic tombs, cairns and ancient prehis- 
toric forts atop a network of many 
miles of mysterious limestone caves. 
Stoats, otters, foxes and badgers roam 
amidst the Alpine-type flora, and a 
popular daytime jaunt is to walk along 
the Coast Road and watch the Atlantic 
Ocean crash against the 700-foot cliffs. 

At night there’s typical folk music in 
most of the village’s 16 pubs. Match- 
maker Jim White’s enthusiasm for the 
festival may be connected with the fact 
that he owns all three of the village’s 
hotels, one of which is a stylized replica 
of the type of castle created from a 
Lego set. Nearby is a renowned sulphur 
spring whose supposedly healthful 
waters can be used for drinking or im- 
mersion. September tariffs, says 
White, are low, with members of a 
group paying as little as $250 for bed, 
breakfast, room and dinner for one 
week. Further information can be ob- 
tained from Hydro Hotel, Lisdoonvarna, 
Co. Clare, Ireland; Fax no. 072-51229. 
Current airfare to Dublin (Shannon 
Airport) is about $751. 


HE ITALIAN LAKES are in a 
region that is among the most 
touristy in the world, but it’s 
surprising how delightfully uncrowded 
they are off-season. Most of the big 
hotels close in September, but there are 
always a handful that stay open until as 
late as November, reopening in March 
or April when the weather is already 
mild and sunny. (Some hotels and pen- 
siones, of course, stay open year- 
round.) The absence of crowds is by far 
the major attraction — the scenery is 
just as beautiful the rest of the year, but 
off-season there are fewer distractions 
and considerably less noise. So bring a 
good book. 


Lake Garda is the biggest lake, and 
although there are many charming 
towns and villages on the road that runs 
around it, by far the nicest is Sirmione, 
with its ancient castle and even older 
Roman ruins situated at the tip of a two- 
mile peninsula that runs into the lake 
itself from the southern end. Even if you 
have chosen not to rent a car in Milan — 
a mere 50 miles to the southwest and the 
most likely city to fly into — the local 
bus service is excellent, with Verona less 
than an hour away and Venice two hours 
east of that. (From Verona there are 
regular trains to Venice.) 

Lake Como, near the Swiss border, 
has been described as the most romantic 
lake in the world, and has lost little of its 
charm. Boats still run along its occa- 
sionally misty shores and across to the 
delightful village of Bellagio — on the 
peninsula between its two “‘legs,” a 
place whose rapturous fans have includ- 
ed Stendhal, Toscanini, Liszt and Mark 
Twain, among others — but it’s also 
pleasant to alight and walk along the 
almost-silent road past immense shut- 
tered villas set in gardens where birds 
sing undisturbed. After a drink at one of 
the almost-empty cafes, you can catch a 
boat farther along for the ride back. 

The best view of Como is from the 
lofty village above the lake, and al- 
though the funicular is replaced in 
winter by a bus, give the ride down a 
missin favor of walking through the 
woods, with tantalizing glimpses of the 
lake all the way. Current airfare to 
Milan is about $660. 


Tse TRAVEL: If you could 
step back into the America of 
your parents’ childhood, would 
it look like Stockbridge, Massa- 
chusetts? Here in this typically New 
England town, three hours northeast of 
New York City, is where artist Norman 
Rockwell spent the last 25 years of his 
life (he died in 1978 at the age of 84), 
making its 2,000 residents the subjects 
of many of his 317 Saturday Evening 
Post covers. Main Street America is 
quintessentially Main Street Stock- 
bridge, up which the artist used to ride 
his bicycle almost every day, passing 
what is now the Norman Rockwell 
Museum, a restored Georgian building 
housing hundreds of Rockwell draw- 
ings (although not, of course, the 1945 
Magazine cover Returning Marine, 
which recently sold for $235,000 at a 
New York auction). Visitors to 
Stockbridge — and there are 130,000 of 
them each year — can buy lots of ex- 
amples of Rockwelliana, along with 
plenty of pure kitsch, in the local 
stores, and can step back even further 
in time by staying at an old coaching 
inn, the Red Lion, still furnished 
throughout in the 18th-century style 
that comforted such guests as Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow and Nathaniel 
Hawthorne. Current airfare to New 
York is about $298. &

HUNAN GLORY 


Brandy Ho now serves its excellent Hunan fare in two locations

FTER TASTING the 
lightest and most deli- 
cate onion cakes I’ve 
ever had at a food event, 
I became a true fan of 
Brandy Ho on Columbus. Then I heard 
of a newer Brandy Ho on Broadway, 
an architectural jewel oozing with high- 
tech design, which also had the advan- 
tage of having a full liquor license. 
Designed by Goldman Architects, 
the Broadway building is a real show- 
case without being cold or unreach- 
able. Italian neoclassicism and Chinese 
style combine with high tech to make 
this restaurant unique and exciting, to 
say the least. The exterior is hard to ig- 
nore, with bright Chinese red lacquer, 
tasteful neon and indirect lighting that 
brighten the block and invite curious 
and hungry diners. The interior, equal- 
ly as dramatic, uses granite, lacquer, 
soft lighting, gray flannel seats and 
“‘designer’’ tableware to create an air 
of elegance. The central figure, a giant 
water dragon carved from wood, is 
flanked by large windows exposing the 
Telegraph Hill cliff. Dining so close to 
nature in the raw — steely gray rock 
cleverly lit and held behind glass — is 
provocative and visually stimulating. 
The feather-light onion cakes 
($1.75), served with an equally refined 
peanut sauce, are a wonderful way to 
begin a meal at either Brandy Ho. On 
the first night we visited the Broadway 
location, where we followed the onion 
cakes with two types of dumplings 
($3.50). The steamed variety are served 
in a bowl surrounded by hot chili oil 
laced with soy sauce. Velvety wrappers

and a gingery filling make these just as 
fine as can be. Fried dumplings with 
sweet-and-sour sauce ($4.25), a bit 
heavier and more intense, are drizzled 
with a clear, not-too-thick sauce with 
flecks of green onion. I would suggest 
the steamed version for a lighter start to 
a large meal. 

Brandy Ho smokes its own meat and 
poultry, and offers these products in 
several entrees. Smoked chicken ($7.95), 
tender chunks of chicken on the bone 
combined with paper-thin carrots, bam- 
boo shoots and lots of garlic, was much 
too salty. A server explained that all the 
smoked dishes are salty, which is unfor- 
tunate, as the dish was intense and 
robust but almost inedible. 

The spicy beef with green onions 
($6.25), thin slices of beef matched with 
yellow and green onions and slivers of 
carrot, was delicious. This is a rather 
common dish, but plentiful and good 
nonetheless. Old Country Vegetables 
with Broccoli ($6.25), a pleasant com- 
bination of tree-ear mushrooms, fried 
tofu and broccoli flowerettes, could 
have been a bit more interesting with 
one more vegetable, but was still pleas- 
ant and tasty the way it was. 

Both locations make dishes as hot 
and spicy as the diners choose, and use 
“absolutely no MSG.”’ On the second 
evening we ate at the Columbus restau- 
rant, where the menu is much the same 
with the exception of noodle and rice 
dishes. The prices are a bit lower here, 
and there is only beer and wine. This 
pleasantly funky place is full of 
animated, lively people enjoying a re- 
laxed and casual atmosphere. Counter 
seating lets you watch the magic of the 
cooks, with their deft and graceful 
maneuvers, hot steamy woks and the 
fresh and colorful food that’s used in 
all dishes at Brandy Ho. 

Eggplant salad ($4.25), a cold dish 
composed of steamed eggplant, is hot 
from garlic and red pepper but cool at 
the same time — a wonderful contrast. 


Braised rock cod fillet ($6.25) combines 
silky tofu, onion and plenty of garlic 
and ginger in a light but potent sauce. 
This is a good dish to start with, as it 
isn’t too filling. 

Harvest Pork with Hearty Vegetables 
($5.95) boasts of ‘‘No Garlic,” a true 
country dish enjoyed by peasants. The 
very idea of no garlic seemed so 
miserable and foreign that I was com- 
pelled to order this dish, which pleas- 
antly surprised me. Tender slices of pork 
sauteed with onion and cabbage and 
seasoned with black beans and red pep- 
per was delicate, flavorful and rustic. 

Brandy Ho Fried Rice ($6.25), a meal 
in itself, combines beef, chicken and 
plump, succulent shrimp on a bed of 
smoky dark rice. This standard Chinese 
dish is made with care and attention, as 
are all the dishes at Brandy Ho. 

Pork Meat Sauce with Vegetables 
($3.95) was subtle and rather light in 
comparison to the other dishes. Tender 
noodles lightly sauced with ground 
spiced pork, cucumbers and onions was 
a good companion dish. We ordered a 
carafe of red wine for $5.50, and it was 
quite good with all the robust and savory 
flavors of this Hunan cuisine. 

Choose Brandy Ho’s Broadway lo- 
cation for an elegant, quiet and upscale 
meal. The dining area is really quite im- 
pressive, and I think it would be ex- 
citing for residents as well as for friends 
and family from out of town. The Col- 
umbus restaurant is still hectic in an in- 
viting way, and certainly attracts a wide 
range of diners. It’s a good place for 
people-watching as you enjoy the 
glories of Hunan cooking. Le

Profiling the SF Comedy Competition 
semifinalists 


By Linda Ehrlich 


UST SAY that I’m still freaked 
4 out to be here — but I actually 

feel pretty relaxed.’’ That 

comment from comedian 

Kevin West seems to sum up 

the feelings of the semifinalists 
as they near the close of this year’s San 
Francisco International Stand-Up Com- 
edy Competition. The competition, 
started in 1976 by Anne and Jon Fox 
along with Frank Kidder, will wrap up at 
Davies Symphony Hall on Labor Day 
weekend, with five finalists trying for 
the top prize of $10,000. 

Anne Fox says that the 1989 competi- 
tion is ‘‘the epitome of what it’s all about 
— the ten semifinalists run the gamut of 
what comedy has to offer, from their 
styles to who they are. We have veterans 
of the local scene, out-of-towners and 
newcomers, and their material is all very 
different. It’s one of the best groups I’ve 
ever seen.’” 

Fox also believes that this years’ com- 
petition disproves the idea that there is a 
dearth of good local talent. ‘“We’ve dis- 
covered a whole new talent pool, and by 
getting their names out there, the com- 
petition has done what it was supposed 
to do.” 

Last weekend, the judges had the un- 
enviable task of eliminating five of these 
talented performers before the finals, an 
exceptionally difficult task, because the 
comics represent a broad range of com- 
edic styles. Below are brief profiles of 
the top ten competitors, who no doubt 
will be making their mark on the local 
and national comedy scene — regardless 
of the outcome of the competition. 
Mickey Joseph: His high energy and 
expressive face grab your attention from 
the moment he walks on stage and starts 
talking about shows he’d like to see on 
television: ‘‘I want to see Bruce Dern as 
Wally Cleaver, and Woody Allen star- 
ring in The Big Valley, but what I’d most 
like to see is Jack Nicholson floating up 
to Gilligan’s Island\”’ 

Del Van Dyke: Van Dyke, one of the 
two black comedians in the semifinals, 





tells the real reason that Jerry Rice 
didn’t get those endorsements after the 
Super Bowl: ‘“‘Jerry couldn’t pro- 
nounce ‘Mitsubishi’? — he caught 22 
touchdowns, but he couldn’t catch a 
vowel.’’ Van Dyke also says that Mike 
Tyson is his favorite boxer, though he 
was disappointed that his fight with 
Spinks only took 91 seconds: ‘‘Pop 
Tarts take longer to cook!”’ 

Denny Johnston: A favorite with the 
crowd, Johnston came in second in the 
1980 competition, and says he entered 
again this year “‘to put some excitement 
in my life.’’ Audiences love his ‘‘coun- 
try boy”’ character, where he sings and 
plays guitar (‘Welcome to the Roy Earl 
Show!’’) after he inserts a pair of 
plastic buck teeth in his mouth: “‘If you 
like country music, then you’re gonna 
hate this!’’ 

Larry ‘Bubbles’ Brown: Despite 
his nickname, Bubbles has a weary, 
“ve seen it all’’ attitude, as he slyly 
delivers lines such as ‘‘Women sense 
my power — you don’t get a body 
like mine overnight, it takes years of 
neglect,’’ and ‘‘I picked up this goddess 
in a bar, and she said, ‘Make me feel 
like a woman!’ so I cut her wages 40 
percent.’” As he says, ‘‘That’s a 
feminist joke, if you think about it.’’ 
Dexter Madison: When Madison ap- 
pears on stage wearing a white tuxedo 
jacket and holding a martini (with an 
olive), audiences aren’t quite sure how 
to react. Then this man with the lock- 
jawed uppercrust way of speaking 
(think of Thurston Howell III talking 
to his wife, Lovey) starts making jokes 
about Mozart, Camus and Hamlet 
(‘Why is Hamlet always so confused? 
To be or not to be? To eat or to pick? 
Oh,-Hamlet, get a grip!’’) and you 
realize that you’ve never seen anyone 
quite like him before. As far as I’m con- 
cerned, anyone who can make a joke 
about Albert Camus and actually make 
people laugh has it made: ‘Camus won 
the Nobel Prize for his book, The 
Stranger, and the basic theme was ‘life 
has no meaning.’ In the back of the 
book was a brief biography, and it 


stated that he died in a car crash in 
1960, so I wanted to add, ‘Not that it 
matters.’ ”’ 

Mark Curry: Curry says he never ex- 
pected to make it this far, since he was 
an. alternate going into the prelim- 
inaries. In fact, he is the first alternate 
ever to make it into the semifinals,and 
that alone has made the competition 
worthwhile for him. ‘‘It’s been a great 
learning experience,’’ he says. ‘‘I never 
thought I’d make it this far, so I’m just 
going to try to relax and have fun.’’ 
And he does have fun on stage. An ex- 
cellent mimic (particularly when he’s 
imitating children), he steps in and out 
of various characters smoothly, while 
still retaining his own distinctive voice. 
Dan St. Paul: St. Paul says he lovés 
shopping at Price Club — he calls it a 
“supermarket on steroids.’’ He com- 
plains that ‘‘You can’t just buy a single 
jar of peanut butter, you have to get 
Skippy in a Drum.”’ He follows. his 
food-related train of thought by posing 
this question: ‘‘Is American Processed 
Cheese Food what they feed to the 
cheese?’’ Wryly observant about things 
that occur in everyday life, he 
speculates that we might someday cel- 
ebrate a President’s Day holiday for 
Richard Nixon, but that instead of get- 
ting the day off, ‘‘we’d probably have 
to work double time.”’ 

Tony Morewood: A native of Great 
Britain, Morewood doesn’t under- 
stand Americans’ love of buying 
clothes with a fancy label. Especially 
Reeboks, which are made in England: 
“‘Why would anyone buy anything to 
do with athletics from England? We 
haven’t won anything since 1942!’’ Im- 
itating an announcer at a track meet, he 
says, ““Ah yes, coming in last — again 
— it’s the English!’’ Tony also likes to 
describe his travels, particularly the ex- 
perience he recently had on Air India: 
“T flew first-class and the food was 
superb; a gourmet feast. But if you fly 
second-class, they give you a bowl and 
you have to beg from first-class.’’ 
Totally irreverent, Morewood is skillful 
when it comes to handling an audience 
that’s slow to warm up. As he disdain- 
fully put it, “When you go quiet, you 
really work as a group, don’t you?”’ 
Henry Cho: Korean comic Cho loves 
the confusion he causes when he strolls 
up to the microphone on stage and 
greets the audience in a heavy Southern 
accent. As the laughter starts, he smiles 
and says, ‘“Bet you’re saying to 
yourself, what’s wrong with this pic- 
ture?’’ Growing up in the South caused 
some identity problems for Henry: 
““My daddy’s from Seoul, but I’m from 
Tennessee, so I hate Koreans!’’ Child- 
hood games were also traumatic: ‘“‘I 
hated playing cowboys and Indians 
because I was always the cook.”’ Gifted 
with an abundance of charm and 
humor, Cho is the type of comedian 
who can say anything and get away 
with it — his words carry no sting, but 
plenty of wit. 

Kevin West: ‘‘You guys calling me Pee 
Wee head? You calling me Lee Harvey 
Oswald head? Are you calling me Ban- 
jo Player from Deliverance? So begins 
the sometimes strange, but somehow 
oddly appealing set from Kevin West. 
West is a very physical performer, 
covering every inch of the stage during 
his act: dancing, singing, falling (inten- 
tionally), while managing to remain 
funny and approachable. ‘‘Sweet’’ 
might not be the word that springs to 
mind to describe someone who does 
(sort of) look like the infamous banjo- 
picker, but that is how West comes off. 
The strangeness and likability put 
together make up an unusual, but very 
entertaining comedian. Definitely one 
to watch.

EVENTEEN OF Shake- 
speare’s plays are classified as 
comedies, but not all of them 
are meant to keep us in stitches. 
In Elizabethan theater, 


““comedy”’ was a catch-all term encom- 
passing anything that didn’t end in 
tragedy — like, with the death of the pro- 
tagonist and/or his nearest and dearest. 


The Shakespearean comedies come 


in a range of flavors — there are the 
fanciful, sexy romps like A Midsum- 


mer Night’s Dream, the rueful tragi- 
comedies like The Winter’s-Tale and 
The Tempest. And there are the ‘‘prob- 
lem’’ comedies, so named because they 
confront serious moral dilemmas in 
blackly comic fashion, and also be- 
cause they can be very problematic for 
theater companies to tackle. Measure 
Sor Measure, on view this summer in a 
bracing, intelligent production by the 
Berkeley Shakespeare Festival, is one 
of the latter. 

It would be hard, if not impossible, 
to play the first act of Measure strictly 
for laughs. The Vienna setting is a 
sinkhole of prostitution and vice. All of 
the major characters reveal deep per- 
sonal flaws: The ruling Duke Vincentio 
(Julian Lopez-Morillas) is so horrified 
by his subjects’ corruption that he 
flees, goes undercover as a monk and 
doesn’t reveal his true identity until 
he’s allowed lots of dire doings to 


transpire. Angelo (John Bellucci), the 
deputy he leaves in charge, instantly 
turns into a raging hypocrite: an up- 
right public defender (an ‘‘angel’’) of 
moral virtue on the one hand, a las- 
civious sexual blackmailer on the other. 
Even the righteous object of Angelo’s 
unwelcomed attentions, a virginal 
novitiate named Isabella (Robin 
Goodrin Nordli), makes you wonder 
sometimes. She swears to protect her 
chastity at any cost — including her vic- 
timized brother’s life. 

Director Richard E.T. White honors 
the contradictions (and, in some cases, 
the downright inexplicability) of these 
characters with a brisk, cogent reading 
that has moments of surprising poi- 
gnancy. He and set designer Barbara 
Mesney have updated Measure to a 
vague Vienna/Berlin locale just after 
World War II — a time, White sug- 
gests, of political uncertainty and 
moral dislocation. 

That historical shift doesn’t enhance 
the script much (except in the case of 
Gina Leishman’s enjoyable nouveau- 
Weill musical score), nor does it detract 
from it. What’s more telling is White’s 
ability to reveal the dualities at the heart 
of Shakespeare’s script: the awareness 
that morality is not governable, that 
power corrupts and that most people 
are unstable mixtures of virtue and 
vice, mercy and spite. 

The key performance by John Bellucci 
conveys those points most effectively. 
Bellucci’s Angelo is so tightly wrapped 
that his gradual unraveling has a thrill- 
ing inevitability. Dressed in costumer 
Barbara Bush’s uniform of high pol- 
ished boots and military jodhpurs, he 
comes on at first like a cross between 
Benito Mussolini and Oliver North — 
and later, as lust unnerves him, like 
Tony Perkins as Norman Bates. The lit- 
tle masochist touches in the portrayal 
— running his hand along barbed wire, 
curling up in fetal position when he’s 
about to be punished — are flashy 
Freudianisms. But they give you the 
creeps nonetheless, and keep you con- 
stantly intrigued. Bellucci has another 
potent acting weapon too — those 
large, dark, moist eyes can make him 
look like a wounded puppy one moment, 
and a prowling tiger the next. With per- 
formances like this one, he’s establishing 
himself as one of the Bay Area’s most 
valuable and creative actors. 

There’s more good acting on display 
from other quarters. Shabaka makes a 
splendid, loose-limbed Lucio —a liar and 
whoremaster who’s just as hypocritical as 
Angelo, but a lot more relaxed about it. 
(Shabaka is one of those rare actors 
who can turn Elizabethan verse into 
natural contemporary speech; it’s alot 
harder than he makes it sound.) Julian 
Lopez-Morillas’s Duke Vincentio con- 
veys desperation at first, and grows in 
confidence as the action, and his own 
successful manipulations, progress. 
Blonde, fresh-faced Robin Nordli 
looks staunch and lovely as Isabella; 
one could only wish for less ‘‘speechify- 
ing’’ in her long monologues. And 
though the broad, comic scenes work 
less successfully here than the dramatic 
ones, Peter Jacobs has some bouncy 
fun with the arrogant pimp, Pompey. 

This show marks former Bay Area 
resident Richard E.T. White’s first 
local directing effort in more than a 
year. (He’ll return in October to stage 
Craig Lucas’s Reckless for Berkeley 
Rep.) Measure demonstrates again 


‘what a keen, respectful interpreter of 


Shakespeare he is, and how far he digs 
below the Bard’s eloquent surface. 
Characteristically, White manages 
to sum up this entire, unwieldy thrust 
of Measure in a bittersweet final image: 
Duke Vincentio has asked Isabella for 
her hand in marriage, and stands above 
her, awaiting a reply. Slowly, almost 
mournfully, Isabella takes off her 
novitiate’s veil. Her gesture is decisive; 
her expression ambivalent. Together 
they suggest the ambiguous nature of 
moral choices, and how difficult it is to 
make them. =

WO OF the best of the 

current films could be 

their directors’ family 

albums, although only 

one is autobiographical. 
Both richly evoke the past — mostly 
the 1940s and ’50s — in distinctive col- 
or styles, faithful to the details of their 
limited universes. 

Terence Davies flips through emo- 
tional snapshots in Distant Voices, 
Still Lives, his first picture since The 
Terence Davies Trilogy, which played 
the San Francisco International Film 
Festival in 1984. While that crude ear- 
ly effort dealt specifically with a gay 
man’s experiences, his new work is 
more generic, though based specifical- 
ly on Davies’ own family. It takes a 
strongly feminist view of the life cycle 
in Liverpool. 

“Men are ’orrible,’’ says Micky 
(Debi Jones), who, being bigger than 
her husband, is only abused mentally 
by him. ‘‘They’re all the same. When 
they’re not usin’ the big stick, they’re 
fartin’.’’ Talk is cheap, but when her 
best friend, Eileen (Angela Walsh), 
breaks out singing “I Wanna Be 
Around (to pick up the pieces. . . . )’’ 
in a pub, we get the triumphant feeling 
that feminism has finally trickled 
down to the working class. 

You know you’re watching an “‘art 
film’’ when the two parts of the title 
are separated by two-thirds of the 
movie. Distant Voices flashes on at the 
beginning; nearly an hour later, Still 
Lives is suddenly inserted into the nar- 
rative. If I didn’t like the picture I’d 
really come down on it for such an af- 
fectation. 

Actually, Davies shot the two seg- 
ments two years apart, with the same 
cast but different directors of photo- 
graphy; but both feature considerable 
jumping about in time and they fit 
together seamlessly enough that the 
division seems arbitrary. 

Though the film runs less than an 
hour and a half, it moves slowly with 
lots of lazy, leisurely, lingering looks 
at home and hearth. A couple of 
scenes of people sleeping in chairs will 
doubtless resonate with some mem- 
bers of the audience — but what do 
you expect of a movie with Still Lives 
in the title? 

The opening shot of a staircase goes 


on for a minute or so with nothing but 
offscreen dialogue and a song to dis- 
tract us after Mum has poked her head 
in to call up and wake the kids. It may 
be the most intrinsically dull scene 
since the bus ride through Liverpool in 
Davies’ Trilogy, but here it gives us 
time to get oriented and adjust from 
our normal pace to that of the film. 

Most of the picture takes place in 
the home of a family named (not coin- 
cidentally) Davies. There’s the abusive 
father (Pete Postlethwaite) who seems 
to mean well deep down inside, his 
physically battered wife (Freda 
Dowie) and daughters, Maisie (Lor- 
raine Ashbourne) and the aforemen- 
tioned Eileen, and his emotionally 
battered (‘‘There’s no place for you 
here. Flake off’’) son Tony (Dean 
Williams). The father’s mother lives 
with them but has only one significant 
line: ‘‘If you look into a mirror after 
midnight, you’ll see the devil’’; and 
her other son, the spooky Uncle Ted, 
makes only a cameo appearance. 

The central incidents of the film are 
the usual weddings, funerals and such 
that bring family and friends together; 
but flashbacks within flashbacks 
within flashbacks radiate out from 
those, sometimes reflecting the 
natural things people would remem- 
ber at such times and sometimes 
reflecting interesting choices on the 
part of the writer-director that only a 
therapist could explain. 

Through it all the people — especi- 
ally the women — keep singing: a few 
hymns, a lot of old pop tunes. Distant 
Voices, Still Lives has far more songs 
than most musicals, but without a 
single production number. 

There are grounds aplenty for at- 
tacking this picture. If its fragmented 
structure didn’t keep you busy trying 
to piece things together, and if the un- 
familiar actors weren’t hard enough to 
recognize without changing their ap- 
pearance from one scene to the next 
(Williams gains considerable weight 
between the two sections), there 
would be very little to think about. 
“Boring”’ is not too strong a descrip- 
tive word to apply — but in this case 
it’s not a flaw, merely a negative vir- 
tue. And some scenes, notably a 
beautifully photographed accident in- 
volving two of the men, don’t seem 
related to anything else. 

So what’s good about Distant 
Voices, Still Lives? Perhaps the way it 
immerses you totally in a culture so 
unlike our own, yet a short time ago in 
a galaxy not far away; perhaps the 
honesty that comes through all the 
nostalgic trappings; perhaps just the 
realization that our own family 


albums would be even more boring. 
I’mnotsure just who to recommend 
Distant Voices, Still Lives to; but if 
you’ve read this far, you should prob- 
ably take a chance and discover this 
gem for yourself. It’s often motionless 
but never emotionless, and you’ve 
never seen anything quite like it. 


might have made Eat a Bowl of 

Tea, a wonderful comedy by San 
Francisco’s Wayne Wang that was 
shot economically but is worth a for- 
tune, cookie. A storybook romance 
turns sweet and sour in this impish, 
impudent but never imprudent com- 
edy about impotence. 

It seems that for 60 years U.S. im- 
migration laws prevented the Chinese 
from becoming citizens, and from 
1924-1946 from bringing their wives to 
America. This finally changed after 
World War II, and the male offspring 
of these long-distance marriages 
returned to China in search of brides. 
Often they didn’t have far to look 
because marriages were arranged for 
them as in the old days. 

In New York’s Chinatown in a 
Tichly recreated 1949, Wah Gay (Vic- 
tor Wong) arranges such a marriage 
for his son Ben Loy (Russell Wong) 
with the daughter of his best friend, 
Lee Gong (Lau Siu Ming). When Ben 
Loy meets Mei Oi (Cora Miao) it’s 
love at first sight — and it’s witnessed 
by an entire village, which should 
prepare the young couple for the lack 
of privacy they’ll have in New York. 

The honeymoon is fine, but it’s 
short-lived. Ben Loy is given a 
restaurant to manage and turns into a 
workaholic, leaving him no energy for 
his marital ‘‘duties.’’ Only on a vaca- 
tion trip to Washington is he able to 
satisfy his wife. 

The gossipy old men look to these 
first-generation offspring to produce 
a second generation of Chinese- 
Americans, and the pressure is on 
Wah Gay to have grandchildren. The 
goldfish bowl in their apartment 
becomes the symbol for Ben Loy and 
Mei Oi’s life together. It also becomes 
Mei Oi’s signal to Ah Song (Eric Tsang 
Chi Wai), the slimeball she has an af- 
fair with. Word travels fast, and when 
Mei Oi turns up pregnant the family is 
disgraced. 

This may not sound like comedy 
material, but director Wang and 
screenwriter Judith Rascoe, working 
from a 1961 cult novel by Louis Chu, 
treat it with warm, wry humor, even 
when Wah Gay is moved to violent ac- 
tion to save face. 

Amir Mokri’s cinematography has 
the burnished look of some of Gordon 
Willis’s best work for Woody Allen 
and Francis Coppola. Like the rest of 
the technical credits it belies the film’s 
low budget. 

The cast is appealing and polished. 
The older men play stereotypical 
characters that might be offensive if a 
non-Asian had directed the movie. 

Wang’s excellent first feature, Chan 
Is Missing, was too ethnic for mass au- 
diences; his second, Dim Sum, was too 
Asian even for me; and his third, 
Slamdance, was all-American but 
with Chinese inscrutability. Eat a 
Bowl of Tea could be his break- 
through film, specific in its ethnicity 
yet with an appeal that should be as 
broad as Charlie Chan. 

The title will make sense at the end 
of the picture but it’s basically a 
Chinese expression that means ‘‘Take 
your medicine.’’ Watching Eat a Bowl 
of Tea isn’t like taking medicine at all. 
Seeing Distant Voices, Still Lives is 
more so, but it’s good-tasting 
medicine that goes down easily. 

Whatever your ancestry you should 
be able to relate to or at least ap- 
preciate the lives of these Liver- 
pudlians and Chinese-Americans, so 
skillfully have their milieus been 
brought to the screen. Both are can- 
didates for year-end honors. |

Terrain Gallery's show isn't as 
miscellaneous as its title 


NEW PICTURES, SCULPTURE, ET 
CETERA, FOR MISCELLANEOUS 
INTERIORS. At Terrain Gallery, SF. 
Through Sept. 16th.

T FIRST glance it seems 
that the sculpture and 
paintings currently on 
view at Terrain Gallery 
cover the contemporary 
stylistic map: mixed-media construc- 
tions, found-object sculpture and ab- 
stract painting. But what unifies this 
miscellany is an anxious comment on 
the violence and loss of hope that has 
marked the 20th century. ‘“‘New Pic- 
tures, Sculpture, Et Cetera, For 
Miscellaneous Interiors’? has brought 
together several artists whose work is 
relatively unknown in the Bay Area. 
Works include figures by Boston 
sculptor Tor Archer, paintings by Bay 
Area artists Phoebe Brookbank and 
Ann Phelan and mixed-media collage 
by Los Angeles artist Jackie Stewart. 

Archer is the only sculptor in the.ex- 
hibit. These found-object figures are 
an artistic departure for him, because 
he normally works in bronze. The 
graceful, elongated figures in this ex- 
hibit call to mind the bronzes of Swiss 
sculptor Alberto Giacometti. How- 
ever, Archer’s figures, fashioned as 
they are from scraps of copper, steel, 
wood, lead and concrete salvaged from 
a building site in Boston, do not impart 
the feeling of permanence that bronze 
does. Rather, these figures, with their 
perforated metal skins peeling and their 
tubing innards exposed, seem weight- 
less and insubstantial, as if they are not 
intended to last. 

Phelan’s small, impressionistic can- 
vases bring to mind the tormented 
figures in the paintings of 19th-century 
Norwegian painter Edvard Munch. 


She seems concerned by the destructive 
power of social institutions — these 
morose oil paintings depict carefully 
dressed, bored, alienated people in 
rather ordinary institutional settings 
such as classrooms (‘‘Captive Minds’’) 
and courtrooms (‘‘The Executioner’’). 
All loftier notions of justice or higher 
learning are absent in the vacant stares 
of Phelan’s subjects. In ‘‘Woods 
Scene,’’ nature is an ominous and 
vaguely sexual presence; the figures in 
the park are attenuated and appear to 
vanish into the woods. 

Brookbank’s paintings are studies of 
color and texture. She mixes soil and 
other substances such as wax and gold 
with oil pigments onto sanded, scraped 
canvases. One large untitled painting 
seems to dominate the exhibit: It is a 
metallic, silver field of color of the 
same dull silver color that fading day- 
light creates on a body of water, pro- 
gressing to earth tones. It is simple and 
serene, as nature can be, yet violent. At 
the center of the painting is a narrow, 
raised strip as if it were about to erupt. 

Stewart’s work presents a dramatic 
and rather apocalyptic vision of war 
and destruction. Her series of five un- 
titled pieces are the only works in the 
show that are consciously political. 
These mixed-media tableaux are made 
up of built-up layers of painted and 
etched glass and mirrors with blood, 
hair and news photographs inserted be- 
tween the layers. In one piece Stewart 
juxtaposes a photograph of the 
Parthenon and the classical beauty and 
achievement it represents with a sad 
anonymous picture of a victim of radia- 
tion. Stewart’s work is disquieting, 
though not necessarily depressing, and it 
contains an undercurrent of hope in the 
occasional sexual allusions with their 
promise of regeneration. Although 
dramatic, her works are restrained and 
do achievea disturbing beauty. B

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Soviet rocker Boris Grebenshikov: Taking his rock’n’ roll seriously. 


BORING BorIs 


One country’s rebel rock is another's recycled riff 


BORIS GREBENSHIKOV. At Slim's, 
SF. Wednesday, Aug. 23rd.

HIS IS some real 
4 culture, no?’’ asked 
Russian rock star Boris 
Grebenshikov midway 
through his 80-minute 


show at Slim’s last week. His five-piece 
Russo-American band had just dashed 
through a tune Grebenshikov had in- 
troduced as ‘‘Islamic-acid house-speed 
metal’’ something-or-other, adding, 
“the peasants used to perform this 
music during fertility rites.’’ It sounded 
like a Slavic-ska fusion with an organ 
fugue opening. But beyond that playful 
hybrid, a few choruses sung in Russian 
and the main man’s endearing accent, 
the show had little to offer by way of 
cross-cultural communication. 

The debut appearance of 
““American’s First Russian Rocker’’ at 
the South of Market roots music club 
was novel enough to attract a full 
house, including rocker-of-conscience 
Jackson Browne. It was also the sort of 
phenomenon that inspires portentous 
philosophizing about g/asnost and the 
rebellious role of rock in Soviet society, 
or cynical quips like ‘‘roll over Nikita 
and tell Joe Stalin the news.’’ Greben- 
shikov, a founder of the underground 
Leningrad band, Aquarium, is parlay- 
ing his homeland success into interna- 
tional stardom with a U.S. tour pro- 
moting his new Columbia album, 
Radio Silence. Concert dates, televi- 
sion shots and the record, produced by 
David Stewart of the Eurythmics, have 
made great hooks for stories about po- 





litical change and cultural diplomacy. 
Musically, though, it turns out that 
Grebenshikov is a throwback to the 
detente era of 1970s pop-rock with a 
few new-wave finishing touches. And 
that made the show a lot less interesting 
than its implications. 

Bo is one intense dude, however. At 
35, and subjected to pre-Gorbachev 
patterns of oppression, including the 
Big Brother system of ‘‘official’’ state 
recognition for artists, he has earned 
the right to take his rock and roll 
seriously. For most of his Slim’s set, he 
struck jerky rhythm chords on his 
white, hollow-bodied guitar and held 
rigid, angst-filled poses. Since the re- 
lease of Radio Silence, Grebenshikov 
has radically altered his appearance, 
cropping off his hippie-holdover pony- 
tail, cutting his hair short and growinga 
close beard. He looked a bit like a cross 
between the current versions of David 
Bowie and Eric Clapton, although 
George Michael may have been the 
model. Throwing his head back, run- 
ning his hands through his hair or step- 
ping back from the microphone to close 
his eyes and twitch to the pounding beat 
of drummer Tal Bergman, he projected 
a caged passion that was convincing but 
hard to share given the slick, 
anachronistic character of the music. 

Vocally, Grebenshikov ranged froma 
deep, sultry growl, akin again to Bowie 
(filtered through Mark Knopfler), to a 
reedy pop wail that revealed an obvious 
debt to the Beatles. Toward the end of 
the show, which also marked the end of 
his U.S. tour, the Russian star punc- 
tuated his heavy emoting with a few 
genuine grins and jokes about the 
origins of his band. He called ex- 
uberant, dreadlocked synthesizer 
player Delmar Brown ‘‘the greatest 





keyboardist in Western Siberia,’ 
named percussionist Steve Scales 
‘“chief of KGB of all of Ural Moun- 
tains,’ and said Aquarium bassist 
Sasha Titov hailed from Kingston, 
Jamaica. And judging by his blissful 
nods, he apparently got off on Drew 
Ziagg’s cliched hard-rock guitar solos. 

Grebenshikov’s only political state- 
ment was his dedication of the overtly 
Beatlesque ‘‘Fields of My Love”’ to all 
those in the music industry, including 
journalists, ‘‘to whom the word ‘pro- 
motion’ means a lot . . . who believe 
that music is something that can be sold 
and bought.’’ His declaration that 
“‘some things are real as opposed to 
fake’’ was no doubt sincere. Yet it 
sounded especially anomalous given 
both his dated and mundane (albeit ex- 
pertly executed) musical borrowings 
and his crucial relationship with an in- 
ternational capitalist conglomerate. 

But then there are enough contradic- 
tions in Grebenshikov’s whole career to 
give Hegel conniptions. His song- 
poetry, his moody voice and his confi- 
dent, controlled stage presence con- 
spire to create an interesting and per- 
haps sexy character, shaded with Iron 
Curtain intrigue. At the same time, the 
musical synthesis — with traces of reg- 
gae, the Beatles, Bowie, Eurythmics 
and Dire Straits — produces nothing 
new. One country’s rebel rock is 
another’s recycled riff. 

Ironically, the Birdkillers, a rising 
roots rock guitar band from San Fran- 
cisco, had finished their strong opening 
set at Slim’s with a rousing version 
Merle Haggard’s ‘‘The Fugitive,’’ 
which underscored the fact that, des- 
pite his former outlaw status, the Rus- 
sian headliner is neither a fugitive nor 
“a rolling stone.”’ |

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Daniel Johnston, Yip Jump Music 
(Homestead) 

On first hearing, the Daniel Johnston 
penned songs “Walking the Cow,”’ done 
by the Reivers, ‘‘Rocketship,’’ by the 
Dead Milkmen, and ‘‘Living Life,'’ done 
by Glass Eye guitarist Kathy McCarty on 
the Bar/None label compilation LP Time 
For A Change, are so impressive it's 
frightening. | mean, what else is there to 
think about a song that rhymes ‘“‘couple 
with ‘Mott the Hoople’’? Where, one 
thinks, has the musical genius who wrote 
these touching and tuneful pop songs 
been hiding himself? 

The answer to that question, is, 
unfortunately, until quite recently, ina 
Texas mental institution. Prior to his 
incarceration in 1985, however, the 
28-year-old Johnston managed to 
release nine mail-order-only cassettes on 
his own Stress Worldwide Communica- 
tions label (4716 Depew, Austin TX 
78751). Yip Jump Music, recorded in 
Johnston's basement in April and May of 
1983, is the second of these tapes to be 
released in album form by Homestead 
Records, and it's a bit more upbeat than 
last year's Hi How Are You, though still 
not for the emotionally squeamish 

Recorded spottily on a home tape 
recorder, these songs showcase 
Johnston's tenuous, high-pitched voice 
and music made on what sounds like a 
toy accordion, casio and cheesy beat- 
box, with the occasional strange sound 
effect thrown in for good measure. But 
for all its oddness, Johnston’s songs are 
never less than straight-ahead pop, with 
lyrics that range from charming, to 
touching, to downright brilliant. “Rarely,” 
for instance, captures Johnston 
humming a snippet of a personal thought 
that most people would keep to 
themselves; ‘Museum of Love” is a 
funny, rockin’ little song that 
occasionally breaks into naked insight 
And ‘‘Don't Let The Sun Go Down On 
Your Grievances” ought to be taught in 
nursery schools around the country. The 
sound quality of Yip Jump fades in and 
out eerily, as if the guy is transmitting 
live from another room — or another 
planet. The overall effect is that of 
hearing Johnston thinking out loud, and 
sometimes that sensation is quite un- 
comfortable. But since Johnston's sensi- 
bility is unique, sensitive and witty, if you 
bear with him, it’s also very rewarding.

Beastie Boys, Paul’s Boutique 
Capitol 

| don’t know why it should be so 
surprising to everyone that the Beastie 
Boys’ second album is so good. After all, 
even without the riff-heavy help of 
producer Rick Rubin and Slayer guitarist 
Kerry King, it was clear from the word go 
that what was good about the Beastie 
Boys was their fresh take on rap, a take 
that wasn't glued to the conventions that 
ghettoized it in the first place. Paul's 
Boutique isn't as catchy as any of their 
previous work, but on the other hand, it’s 
a serious record, jammed full of more 
smart samples and witty lyrics than in 
the entire catalog of L.L. Cool J. (I 
particularly like the cops from the 
Beatles’ ‘‘The End’’ on ‘‘The Sounds of 
Science”’ and Sweet on ‘Hey Ladies,”’ 
but there's way too many to mention.) 
Lyrically, the band's expanded from its 
Party Till You Drop shtick: There’s 
actually a modicum of political correcti- 
tude in sharp songs like ‘Johnny Ryall,”’ 
about a bum on the Beastie Boys’ stoop 
who, the Beasties surprisingly conclude, 
“is no less important than you working- 
class stiffs,"’ and ‘‘Egg Man’’: ‘You 


make a mistake you judge a man by his 
race/you go through life with egg on your 
face’’ being the operative line. I'm also 
kind of fond of the tag line of the single, 
“| got an open mind why don’t you come 
inside.”’ The Beastie Boys are also the 
possessors of a romantic take on the 
shortcomings of New York City that’s as 
good, in its way, as Spike Lee’s similar 
visionary summing up of American 
culture in the making. In short, Paul's 
Boutique is fertile, fresh and knowing 
without being even remotely obnoxious 
Guess the joke’s on us —G.A. 


James Talley, Got No Bread, No 
Milk, No Money, But We Sure Got 
A Lot of Love/Tryin’ Like the 
Devil, Blackjack Choir/Ain’t it 
Somethin, Lovesongs and Blues 
(Bear Family Records, CD or cassette) 
More than a decade before country 
music's ‘new traditionalists’ broke into 
the Nashville establishment from the alter- 
native market, James Talley was peeling 
away the gloss and restoring a populist 
perspective. Sharing leftist politics that 
seem more common to the folk tradition 
extending from Woody Guthrie to Si Kahn, 
Talley was every bit as much an outlaw as 
Willie or Waylon. But he was more socially 
focused than the former and less a rocker 
than the latter 

His four Capitol albums, recorded be- 
tween 1974 and 1977, have long been 
out of print but have been brought back 
— two ata shot, in CD or cassette only 
— by Bear Family, West Germany's 
answer to Rhino Records as faithful 
retrievers and compilers of American 
music. Got No Bread and Tryin’ Like the 
Devil are Talley's bonafide classics. His 
voice is warm and mellow, the in- 
strumental tracks are clean and friend- 
ly, and his progressive world view is ex- 
pressed in believable everyday stories 
of work, displacement, family, romance 
and loss. 

Tryin’ is my personal favorite, an 
album that I’ve probably played more 
than 200 times since | found it in a cut- 
out bin shortly after its release. For me it 
was one of those records with which | 
felt a private kinship, even if (or 
because?) nobody else | knew owned it. | 
still turn to it to wander alone in the sen- 
timentality of ‘‘She’s the One,” ‘‘Some- 
times | Think About Suzanne” and 
“Nothin' But the Blues,” and to be sus- 
tained by the the determination and de- 
fiance of ‘Forty Hours,” ‘‘Tryin' Like the 
Devil’ and ‘‘Are They Gonna Make Us 
Outlaws Again?’’ Talley was criticized ten 
years ago for growing more mawkish 
and didactic on Blackjack Choir and Ain't 
It Somethin’, but those albums —with 
their dashes of honky tonk, blues and 
funk amidst the gently flowing C&W — 
have aged well against the mainstream 
of country music. (Credits on the four 
Capitol sessions include John Hiatt, 
guitar; Johnny Gimble, fiddle and man- 
dolin; Charlie McCoy, harmonica; John 
Sayles, fiddle; B.B. King, guitar.) 

So that we won't talk about him only in 
the past tense, Talley has also recorded 
11 new tunes on Lovesongs and the 
Blues, full of the same sorrow-tinged op- 
timism and fundamental faith in the peo- 
ple..He’s put a little more punch in the 
rhythm section, electricity in the key- 
boards and guitars, and gospel choir in 
the background vocals, but he still sings 
in a rich voice that cannot tell a lie 
That's enough right there to separate 
him from most of today's pop country 
crooners. (Available through Down Home 
Music, 10341 San Pablo Ave., El Cerrito, 
CA 94530)

LOT of people in this 

town will tell you that 

the music scene here 

is lame. Now every- 

one is entitled to his 
or her own opinion, but I think that 
all of those people, before making 
such a rash and fatalistic statement, 
should’ve taken the time and energy 
to check out the third annual Car 
Manic Convergence last Sunday 
afternoon, Aug. 20th, held in the 
huge gravel parking lot of a China 
Basin warehouse. 

It was organized by a guy named 
Lichen under the name Waking 
Dream Productions as a car rally 
and tailgate party for people who 
paint, and otherwise artfully alter, 
their cars and trucks. Since Lichen 
also has friends who play in bands, 
the rally’s also grown into a mini- 
music fest. About a hundred or so 
people (and a handful of crazy- 
looking cars — less than Lichen had 
hoped for) showed up this year to 
see A Subtle Plague, Big Love Reu- 
nion, Industrial Rain Forest, the 
Defectors, Ogie Yocha and the 
dance troupe High Risk Group. We 
drank beer out of the back of my 
pickup on a hot and sunny after- 
noon, black-booted rockers min- 
gling with purple polka-dotted bell- 
bottomed hippies, while five bands 
played from a loading-dock stage, 
powered only by a single gas gen- 
erator, and playing for no money. 

I’m sorry, New York may have 
Sonic Youth and a better reputation 
in the rock world, but it doesn’t 
have things like this. Thanks to 
Lichen, and to Andrew at Bare 
Bones Productions for getting it 
together. Lichen says he’s planning 
for future tailgate parties without the 
live music the last Sunday of each 
month, probably in the same spot, so 
keep your eyes peeled for posters. 
Also watch for a local filmmakers’ 
“Drive In’’ this coming October.

Unrelated Twins 


When you walk into the Ames 
Gallery of Art and start seeing 
double, there’s no need to track 
down an optometrist. Double vision 
is precisely the point behind cur- 
ator Bonnie Grossman's quirky 
crazy quilt that pairs works by 
well-known 20th-century artists 
with those by lesser-known 
figures on the contemporary folk 
art scene. Nathan Olivera’s 
ghoulish Red Face, for instance, 
is matched with Matthew Hewell’s 
Face Jug, whose toothy grin is 
more funny than frightening. And 
in another corner, a Castle Lamp 
straight out of a Russian fairy 
tale illuminates the fantasy 
aspect of Hunderwasser’s Good 
Morning, Bleeding Town, whose 
palace of phosphorescent geo- 
metries resembles a futuristic 
utopia or updated Emerald City.

Few of her moves — taking her 
from Madison to San Francisco, 
where she fronted Mother Earth 
in the late 60s, and from 
Berkeley to Nashville, where 
she’s resided for the past two 
decades — have been calculated 
to promote her career.
